KCC leader’s view on work-shv benefit claimants 


YOUNG, able-bodied adults claiming benefits should be 
made to carry out community work, according to the leader 


of Kent County Council. 

Cllr Paul Carter told Kent on 
Sunday it was not acceptable that 
young people who are able to work 
are claiming welfare. 

He said the Government must 
invest in works programmes such as 
cleaning verges or supporting the eld¬ 
erly Those that refuse to do the com¬ 
munity work should then have their 
benefits reduced, he said. 

“I believe we ought to have a sys¬ 
tem where under-25s who are capa¬ 
ble of work should be found work in 
community works programmes. 

“For those young people who are 
able and capable of doing a good day’s 
work we have a duty to create 
employment. 

“When they leave school at 16 or 18

we need to make sure there’s employ¬ 
ment opportunities for them. We 
mustn’t allow them to sink into wel¬ 
fare dependency.” 

Nearly five million people in the 
UK are on out-of-work benefits, 
which costs the economy billions of 
pounds a year. 

In Kent, there are around 90,000 
people who are dependent on work¬ 
ing age benefits - income support, 
incapacity benefit and Jobseeker’s 
Allowance - costing the taxpayer

£344.7 million last year. 

Kent was praised last month for its 
approach to tackling unemployment by the 
independent think tank the New Local 
Government Network. 

The county has two main approaches to 
tackling joblessness in the under-25s. 

It runs a 14-24 Innovation Unit, which works 
with schools and businesses to encourage 
pupils to take vocational courses, as well as the 
Kent Success apprenticeship programme. 

The issue of welfare reform shot to the top 
of the agenda in Kent after Conservative 
Medway councillor John Ward published 
comments on his online blog that there was 
“a strong case” for sterilising parents who 
have a second or third child while claiming 
welfare benefits. 

The comments sparked strong reactions 
from politicians of all persuasions and Mr 
Ward resigned from the council. 

Skills 

A spokesman for the Department of Work 
and Pensions said it was launching a new 
three-stage Jobseeker’s Allowance process in 
April 2009, which would include skills screen¬ 
ing for applicants. 

A spokesman said: “The Department for 
Work and Pensions aims to help as many peo¬ 
ple as possible off welfare benefits and into 
employment. That includes all under-25s. 

‘This new regime combines the requirements 
to look for and take work as a condition of ben¬ 
efit and access to work-related skills training,

matching rights with responsibilities. 

“From October 2009, longer-term job seek¬ 
ers will be referred to an external provider for 
further, specialist help tailored to the individ¬ 
ual - the flexible New Deal. The fND will 
focus on improving employability to help peo¬ 
ple get and keep work. Providers will be paid 


for delivering sustainable job outcomes.” 

Meanwhile, a campaign by our sister paper, 
Yourashford, to crackdown on benefit fraud¬ 
sters has been hailed as a success just two 
months after its launch. 

The Your Money - Your Loss’ campaign 
started in Yourashford paper on February 6 in 
partnership with Ashford Borough Council. 

It is aimed at ensuring that taxpayers’ money 
goes to community projects to benefit us all - 
and to catch those cheating the system. 

Within weeks, the council’s benefit fraud 
investigators reported a big surge in the 
number of calls they were receiving, leading 
to a host of new investigations. 

They have started around 30 new benefit 
fraud investigations since the campaign 
began and say they have been inundated 
with new lines of inquiry. 

Message 

James Plaskitt MP, a minister at the 
Department for Work and Pensions, has also 
thrown his weight behind the campaign. 

Mr Plaskitt said: “I have been very 
impressed by the stories Yourashford has 
been running in its campaign. 

“I think it helps to get the message across to 
the small minority of people who think they 
can get away with fraud. It gives the message 
to the rest of the community that it will not 
be tolerated. Five years ago the figure lost to 
the taxpayer was £2.3 billion. Last year, that 
had dropped by £800m. We are now catching 
a record number of people. Last year we suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted 624 people in Kent.” 


KCC denies claims it is using public 
money to compete with private firms 


A BUS operator is making an 
official complaint to the Local 
Government Ombudsman after 
he lost a prime route to a compa¬ 
ny run by Kent County Council. 

John Mancini, who runs 
Kingsman, in Faversham, was 
dismayed to find his bid to run 
the service was beaten by KCC, 
which not only issues the tender, 
but also decides on the winner. 

He claimed the council was 
using taxpayers’ money to sub¬ 
sidise the tender won by its com¬ 
pany, Kent Top Travel - which 
KCC denies. 

He said: “They are putting peo¬ 
ple like me out of business. 

“KCC sends out the tenders, 
they then look at the tenders and 


then decide who wins the tender. 
And then they award it to them¬ 
selves on a figure that no-one else 
can match. What if they don’t run 
the service properly? Will they 
fine themselves?” 

Kingsman, Bzee Bus and 
KCC’s Kent Top Travel put in 
bids to operate the 666 route 
from Faversham to Ashford. 

Mr Mancini said: “Their bid of 
£89,950 won’t cover the cost of 
running the service with drivers’ 
wages, vehicles and fuel. That 
means money is coming from 
somewhere else, and that can only 
be the council tax. That means 
public money is being used to help 
put me out of business. 

‘Kent Top Travel is now one of 


the largest bus companies in Kent 
- funded entirely by the people of 
Kent. It is unfair practice and I 
am taking my case to the Local 
Government Ombudsman to see 
what he makes of it.” 

KCC’s commercial services 
department has provoked contro¬ 
versy because of contracts 
awarded to firms run by the 
county council. 

Private businesses have ques¬ 
tioned how they are able to win 
deals at extremely low prices. 

Cllr Trudy Dean, Liberal 
Democrat leader on KCC, is call¬ 
ing for external auditors to inves¬ 
tigate the trading relationship 
between KCC and its companies 
and show there is no cross sub¬ 


sidy in cash or ‘in kind’. 

She has questioned whether 
there is any favouritism in the sys¬ 
tem which leads KCC to favour 
one contractor over another. 

Cllr Nick Chard, KCC’s member 
for finance, denied that KCC is 
using council taxpayers’ money to 
subsidise its companies. 

He said PriceWaterhouseCooper 
and the Audit Commission had 
investigated complaints and found 
KCC had not used taxpayers’ 
money to subsidise its companies. 

“What the private sector have a 
problem with is that there is 
clearly competition,” added Cllr 
Chard. “They feel that as the 
public sector we shouldn’t be 
competing with them.”

Chart-topping band rock the town hall at intimate secret gig 


What a Feeling!

THE grandiose surroundings of 
Dover’s ancient town hall are not 
the sort of place you will usually 
find pop stars like The Feeling. 

The chart-topping band came to the port 
town on Monday to play an intimate gig in 
front of just 200 fans as part of Invicta FM’s 
Live at the Local series. 

When Kent on Sunday caught up with 
the five Londoners shortly before the show 
in a grand, but little-used council chamber 
in the back of the building, they said they 
may be used to larger crowds, but they don’t 
usually enjoy such opulent green rooms. 

Huddled in the middle of the room sur¬ 
rounded by medieval standards and impos¬ 
ing paintings of noblemen from centuries 
past, the five floppy haired young men cut 
humble figures. 

Singer Dan Gillespie Sells said although 
the group had grown accustomed to big 
venues and festival crowds since their 
debut album, Twelve Stops and Home, cat¬ 
apulted them to stardom in 2006, they were 
always at home in small venues. 

“We used to play in the Swiss Alps during 
ski seasons a few years ago in all sorts of 
small venues,” he explained. 

“We actually went back recently to make 
a documentary and revisit these little pubs 
we used to play. Actually, that was probably 
the last time we were in Dover too.” 

It turns out the bands were regular visitors 
to the county during those days, but mostly 
just to hop on and off cross-Channel ferries. 

They were less familiar with the town 
itself, although they were full of praise for its 
award-winning Light of India curry house, 
where they had eaten the night before. 

Grandeur 

As singer Dan recounted the band’s histo¬ 
ry, they have been together in one form or 
another for 13 years and earned their 
stripes playing covers of 70s rock and 80s 
pop songs, bassist Richard Jones’ attention 
seemed to wander. 

It soon became clear he was transfixed by 
one of the room’s paintings. 

“I recognise that painting,” he said beck¬ 
oning the other band members over for a clos¬ 
er look at a huge 18th century oil painting of 
Lionel Sackville, the one-time Duke of Dorset. 

“Isn’t that the one we had hanging over 
the stairs?” 

As coincidence would have it, a version of 
the same painting hung in Bradley House, 
the manor house belonging to the Duke of 
Somerset in which the band recorded their 
new album. Perhaps they are not so unac¬ 
customed to such grandeur after all. 

Bounding on stage shortly before 7.30pm, 
the band were greeted with rapturous 
applause. They plunged straight into recent 
single Thought It Was Over before leading 
a mass singalong during the chorus of sec¬ 
ond song Fill My Little World. 

Dan was clearly having fun on stage and

was keen to get the crowd to clap and sing 
along, even splitting the audience in half at 
one stage and having them compete 
against each other during Never Be Lonely. 

The hour-and-a-quarter-long show was 
interrupted for two question and answer 
sessions, with Invicta FM DJs James 
Heming and Ali Wheeler introduced ques¬ 
tions from the audience. 

They were brief interludes and soon the 
boys were back rattling through a set 
packed full of hits like Sewn and Without 
You, before ending with perhaps the biggest 
singalong of the night during Love It When 
You Call.

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Sadness at 
British stance 
on Zimbabwe 


VITAL conservation work in one of the 
world’s wildest and most beautiful places is 
under threat because of the current eco¬ 
nomic and political crisis in Zimbabwe, 
according to a Canterbury-bom conserva¬ 
tionist 

Dick Pitman, who left for the southern 
African country in the early 1970s, raised 
concerns about how the shortage of money 
was affecting conservation management. 

The founding member of the Zambezi 
Society, who has spent more than 30 years 
working to protect endangered species in the 
country said Zimbabwe still has its national 
parks and good wildlife populations. 

But the future of these “depends very 
largely on the resolution of the economic 
and political crisis”, he told KoS from his 
home in the capital Harare. 

Recent elections resulted in the combined 
opposition taking the majority in parlia¬ 
ment while the outcome of the presidential 
elections was due to be announced by the 
electoral commission at the end of Friday. 

It is the first time since the country’s inde¬ 
pendence in 1980, that the mling party, led 
by President Robert Mugabe, has not had 
control of parliament. 

Up to 10,000 British residents live in 
Zimbabwe, said Mr Pitman; their main con¬ 
cern is the economic situation, which has 
seen massive levels of inflation. 

Mr Pitman, 65, also spoke of his sadness 
at the failure of British politicians to devel¬ 
op a more constructive working relation¬ 
ship with Zimbabwe. 

Zimbabwe is more complex than many 
overseas commentators portray, said Mr 
Pitman. He accused the international 
media of a skewed view, with “counter-pro¬ 
ductive” reporting on the elections based on 
“rumour and speculation - a lot of it false”. 

And Britain missed an opportunity when 
the premiership changed: “One of the sad¬ 
dest things for me is the enormous tension 
between Britain and Zimbabwe. There 
could have been an attempt to reach out.” 

Last year, KoS interviewed the former 
Maidstone Grammar School boy about his 
autobiography, A Wild Life.

KoS beats wedding Watergate 


KENT on Sunday was the only newspaper in 
Britain not to be fooled by a Virgin Radio 
prank for April Fools Day. 

Breakfast presenter Christian O’Connell 
sent newspapers around the country a spoof 
wedding photograph of himself and sidekick 
Brian Murphy, dressed as Elvis and his bride. 

The presenter, writing under the guise of 
Margaret Ryan, claimed the couple, renamed 
Chris O’Donnell and Briony Murphy, had got 
married at St Cosmos and St Damien’s 
Church in Blean and held a reception at 
Abbots Barton Hotel in Canterbury. 

The newlyweds had apparently been 


together for six years and headed to Memphis 
for their honeymoon. 

KoS quickly spotted the ruse and published 
a story about the failed prank which was read 
out on air on April Fools Day by Mr O’Connell. 

Mr O’Connell said our journalism was wor¬ 
thy of BBC flagship current affairs pro¬ 
gramme Newsnight, adding: “This is real 
Watergate stuff.” 

At least nine other UK papers were fooled 
by the prank including the Kentish Express, 
part of the Kent Messenger group, which pub¬ 
lished the wedding picture and accompany¬ 
ing text.

He said: “We want to see the withdrawal of 
these cameras because they are proven to 
misread. 

“The ABD supports a complete change of 
road policy from government including the 
removal of the excessive number of speed cam¬ 
eras, traffic calming measures and cutting of 
speed limits. Instead we would like to see a 
nationwide advanced driver programme.”

Police stay tight-lipped 
on phone tap usage 


KENT Police has refused to answer ques¬ 
tions about the use of phone tapping, email 
monitoring and other methods of intercept¬ 
ing communications. 

Using the Freedom of Information Act, 
Kent on Sunday requested details of police 
intercepts of private communications. 

That included asking how many applica¬ 
tions to use intercepts were made by the 
force and how many were granted. 

We also asked for a breakdown showing 
the different types of intercept methods and 
how many times they were used. 

Kent Police took longer than the required 
20 days to provide an answer - and then 
rejected the requests. 

They gave more than two A4 pages of justi¬ 
fication for not providing the details. They 
said it would be a criminal offence under the 
Regulation of Investigatory Powers Act 2000 
to answer our requests. 

Kent Police said it had taken into account 
advice given by bodies such as the 
Association of Chief Police Officers and 


Home Office and concluded it was not in the 
public interest to disclose the details. 

Nigel Amos, FOI advisor for Kent Police, 
said: “If the police service were to either con¬ 
firm or deny these questions, other covert 
surveillance tactics will either be compro¬ 
mised or significantly weakened. 

“To confirm or deny information about 
covert policing tactics will impede on any 
ongoing or future investigations. It may also 
hinder criminal and national security intelli¬ 
gence-led operations.” 

He added: “Any release of information that 
would harm the ability of the police service to 
conduct investigations and protect the public 
is clearly not in the public interest. 

“Existing scrutiny frameworks exist, which 
report to the highest levels of government to 
ensure appropriate use of the legislation and 
provide high-level surveillance data.” 

It emerged earlier this year that Thames 
Valley Police bugged conversations between 
Labour MP Sadiq Khan and a friend who 
was in prison awaiting extradition to the US.

Officer suspended 
as 120 speeding 
cases are dropped

A POLICE officer has been sus¬ 
pended and 120 speeding cases 
dropped after it was found a 
speed camera may have been 
misused. 

Kent Police has confirmed the officer was 
suspended after a court case was discontin¬ 
ued last month. 

A spokeswoman said the cases were then 
dropped as “a precaution” but would not go 
into any more detail because she said the 
matter was still being investigated. 

The situation was first reported by 
Motorcycle News, which claimed the officer 
had deliberately ‘fixed’ a speed gun to make 
it appear motorists were going faster than 
they were. 

The spokeswoman insisted it was not pos¬ 
sible to ‘fix’ the hand-held LTI20-20TS/M 
camera to record higher speeds and the 
issue was with the operator not the equip¬ 
ment. 

She said: ‘We’ve suspended a member of 
police staff on a procedural matter pending 
an internal investigation. This is standard 


porarily suspended in south Kent last October 
after magistrates in Folkestone found one had 
not been calibrated properly. 

The spokeswoman insisted the equipment 
used in that case was different to the LT20- 
20TS/M speed gun and that in both cases it 
was the officers using the equipment that 
were at fault and not the devices.

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Ex-PM Blair slammed 
at business exhibition

FORMER BBC Director General 
Greg Dyke on Thursday lashed 
out at his ex-bosses and ex-prime 
minister Tony Blair at Kent 2020 
Vision, the county’s largest annual 
business to business exhibition. 

Mr Dyke, who was a keynote speaker at the 
Detling showground event, said it was four 
years since he had left the BBC following a 
storm caused by a controversial story about 
the need to go to war in Iraq because of 
alleged weapons of mass destruction. 

He said: “If I was still in charge of the BBC 
I would have described the governors of the 
BBC as fine, upstanding people, but I can tell 
you most of them were hopeless, gutless bas¬ 
tards and the sooner the whole of the BBC 
governors system is changed the better. 

“The evidence is quite clear that both the 
British and US governments grossly exagger¬ 
ated the case for war. The BBC story that led 
to my departure was right. We were right and 
they were wrong. 

‘We as journalists did our job, Tony Blair did 
not do his, as we have expected of a Prime 
Minister. We as journalists told it as it was. He 
didn’t. But, as journalists, we also know that 
being right does not mean you always win.” 

He outlined the cultural changes he 
brought about at the fusty old Beeb, and 
stressed that the accountants should not be 
allowed to rule the roost and should be made 
to give information in a form that could be 
understood for action by managers. 

A record 3,500-plus visitors went along to

the event, organised by Business Link with a 
range of supporters, with more than 350 
exhibitors, also a record. 

Keynote speakers were Professor Richard 
Scase, a leading business forecasters, entre¬ 
preneur Karen Darby, who set up her first 
company at just 22, historian Dr David 
Starkey and Alan Knight, advisor to the gov¬ 
ernment and the Virgin group. In the evening 
Graham Whitehead, one of BT’s leading con¬ 
sultants and a visiting professor at Salford 
University, spoke at the dinner.

Recrmtment 
boss admits 
he started 
disturbance 

KENT on Sunday sleuths soon got to 
the bottom of a mystery which puzzled 
security staff at the 2020 business to 
business exhibition this week when it 
was reported that there was a “distur¬ 
bance” at the massive Kent County 
Council stand. 

When they were asked by their boss¬ 
es to intervene, one of the people 
apparently responsible - the descrip¬ 
tion was “male, tall, quite well built, 
wearing a pin-striped suit and colour¬ 
ful tie” - had vanished. 

Undercutting 

But it didn’t take KoS long to track 
down and get a full and frank confes¬ 
sion from the mystery gent - well- 
known Kent businessman Jack 
Parkinson, chairman of the big HR GO 
recruitment empire, who was spear¬ 
heading a protest by a group of private 
businesspeople angry at KCC’s grow¬ 
ing external commercial activities. 

Mr Parkinson - who also had a big 
stand at the event - readily admitted it 
was him and added that a spin-off 
“ginger” group from a recent face-to- 
face meeting between private compa¬ 
nies and KCC had decided to target 
the exhibition. 

They decided to hand out leaflets 
headed “Hands off Private Business - 
Does KCC compete unfairly with you?” 

Mr Parkinson said: “They are under¬ 
cutting us, using their strength and 
muscle to steal business from private 
individuals.” 


Labour rebellion over Brown’s tax changes 


LABOUR backbenchers are in revolt over a 
tax U-tum by Gordon Brown, which they 
believe will hit poor families hardest. 

The Government this week scrapped the lOp 
starting rate of income tax, which was intro¬ 
duced when Mr Brown was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in 1999. 

The first £5,435 an individual earns will be 
tax-free and the next £36,000 will be taxed at 
20 per cent. Previously, £5,225 was tax free with 
the next £2,230 taxed at just 10 per cent. The 
next £32,369 was then taxed at 22 per cent. 


There has been outcry from many back¬ 
benchers who fear that the poorest people in 
their constituencies will be hit by the cut. 

Gwyn Prosser, Labour MP for Dover and 
Deal, is one of 30 to have signed an Early Day 
Motion calling on the Prime Minister to “correct 
this damaging change to the taxation system”. 

Mr Prosser said: “When people come to my 
surgery, of course there’s going to be moans 
and groans but in almost all circumstances I 
can defend or explain Government action in a 
fair way. 


“On this subject I’ve got no answer to them.” 

Conservative leader David Cameron said 
abolishing the lOp starting rate would mean 
5.3 million of the lowest paid workers would 
pay more tax, including many soldiers, NHS 
staff and teaching assistants. 

As well as scrapping the lOp rate the 
Government has raised the earning threshold 
for working tax credits, making them avail¬ 
able to more people. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman, Labour MP for South 
Thanet, said the change was “good news” and 


urged low-paid workers to see if they qualify 
even if they do not have children. 

He said: “It is important that everyone in 
Kent gets the money they are entitled to.” 

A Treasury spokesman said the changes sim¬ 
plified the tax system and created the lowest 
basic rate of income tax for more than 75 years. 

He said: “A result of the package, 21m house¬ 
holds will either gain, or be no worse off. The 
changes mean households with children will 
be on average £200 per year better off, and will 
lift a further 200,000 children out of poverty.”

A NEW report has shown a rise in 
the number of hospital workers 
washing their hands just days 
after KOS Media launched a cam¬ 
paign to encourage hygiene. 

The East Kent Hospitals Patient and 
Public Involvement Forum conducted an 
audit of people using alcohol hand washing 
solution at the William Harvey, Kent and 
Canterbury, Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother hospitals. 

It took place on February 7, just four days 
after KOS Media started the campaign to 
promote hand hygiene at home, work, hospi¬ 
tals and healthcare centres across the county. 
The aim of the campaign is to reduce super¬ 
bug infections. 

Volunteers from the forum observed more 
than 1,500 doctors, nurses, patients, visitors 
and other staff, and found that more were 
using alcohol gel to keep their hands clean

than during a previous audit last October. 

The audit found that 64 per cent of doctors, 
67 per cent of nurses, 80 per cent of other 
health care workers, 17 per cent of patients 
and 41 per cent of visitors were seen to use 
alcohol gel when entering or leaving wards. 

The report’s author, John Fletcher, said this 
was an improvement on the previous audit, 
but said more should be done to make sure 
those entering hospitals wash their hands at 
the entrances. 

He also said door cleaning should be a pri¬ 
ority and insisted it was important for staff 
who move from ward to ward to clean their 
hands regularly. 


Among the most common excuses made by 
those caught not cleaning their hands were; 
“I forgot”; “I didn’t know” and “I have just 
done it or am about to do it at the next ward”. 

Sarah Andrews, director of nursing and 
lead for infection control in Eastern and 
Coastal Kent, said she was delighted to see a 
rise in the number of people using the alcohol 
gel so soon after the launch of the campaign. 

She said: “We hope this shows this impor¬ 
tant campaign is having a positive effect on 
cleanliness in our hospitals and public health. 

“The PPI Forum’s report on their hygiene 
audit is always very helpful. Hopefully when 
the next audit is done we will see a further rise 
in the number of people using the gel, then we 
will be certain that our campaign is working. 

“If anyone would like to help by displaying 
a poster they can contact our communica¬ 
tions team on 01227 791166 who will be 
happy to send one to them.” 

KOS Media’s campaign has been launched 
in partnership with the NHS. 

It follows the devastating outbreaks of the 
killer bug Clostridium difficile in west Kent, 
which the health watchdog found was respon¬ 
sible for the deaths of at least 90 people. 


MP attacks Government terror proposal 


A LABOUR MP has spoken out against the 
Government’s Counter-Terrorism Bill in the 
House of Commons. 

Bob Marshall-Andrews, MP for Medway, 
gave a speech during a debate on the bill this 
week. 

He told the Commons civil liberties were 
“the defining characteristic of our nation” and 
argued against extending the length of time 


terrorist suspects can be held without charge 
to 42 days. 

He said: “If 42 days is the period of time 
required to do justice in the circumstances 
that are envisaged why, two years ago, were 
honourable members on my side of the House 
whipped to approve a period double that which 
is now deemed to be necessary? That question 
has never been answered to my satisfaction. 


“What is the blazing, Damascene truth that 
has suddenly caused ministers to say, We got 
it wrong. We were going to lock people up for 
six weeks, which was completely unneces¬ 
sary. We are very sorry’?” 

He added: ‘We should not have trusted the 
argument two years ago, and there is 
absolutely no reason why we should do so 
now.”

TWO men suspected of raping a teenage girl 
are thought to have fled abroad. 

Ali Khardo, 22, and Shamal Hussain, 20 - 
both Iraqi nationals - are being hunted by 
police after skipping bail and abandoning 
their homes. 

A police spokesman said: “There is every 
possibility they have fled abroad.” 

The pair were initially arrested on suspicion 
of attacking a terrified 19-year-old in 
Rochester High Street last November.

Officers went to their homes in a bid to 
locate the pair but did not find the men. 

Khardo is 6ft and of average build. Hussain 
is 5ft 6ins and stocky.

Quaker’s legacy 
is housing for the 
‘deserving poor’

YOUNG farmer’s boy Michael 
Yoakley often drifted down to the 
quay at Margate, way back in the 
mid-1600s when the town had 
just 600 dwellings and a popula¬ 
tion of around 2,400. 

There he used to watch the comings and 
goings of the hoys - small freight boats which 
plied between London and the north Kent 
coast - and one day he got chatting to a cap¬ 
tain. It changed his life. 

He joined the captain’s crew, later took over 
as captain - and then went on to become a 
successful merchant with his own hoy fleet. 

But, as an early Quaker, he was deter¬ 
mined to use his money to help others. He 
had promised his widowed mother that he 
would build almshouses for what were called 
the deserving poor, with his mother very 
much in mind. 

In 1701, seven years before he died, he 
bought Drapers Estate where he had worked 
as a farmer’s boy. 

After his death the well-known local 
almshouses were built there, as well as a 
chapel where Norwich-born Quaker 
Elizabeth Fry, the prison and social reformer 


and Christian philanthropist, worshipped. 

This year Michael Yoakle/s Charity is cel¬ 
ebrating the tercentenary of his death with a 
high-profile midsummer event. A garden 
party will be held in the extensive grounds 
on June 28, including a historic display of his 
life, and also live entertainment. 

The charity is currently employing the 
services of the history department at Christ 
Church University to research more of its 
history. 

The department is producing a booklet for 
the summer’s events and possibly a longer 
history later. 

Quakers 

On July 3 there will be a thanksgiving 
service at Margate Parish Church where Mr 
Yoakley was baptised more than 370 years 
ago. 

The charity now accommodates 80 resi¬ 
dents - 45 in the historic Drapers almshous¬ 
es, 10 in the neighbouring more modem 
detached bungalows, and 25 in Yoakley 
House, a modem care home for more depend¬ 
ent residents. 

Residence may be open to anyone over the 
age of 65, but preference is given, under the 
terms of Michael Yoakley’s Will, to the 
“deserving poor”, Quakers, and residents of 
Margate or nearby areas.

Homeowner returns to 
see fireball destruction

THE Foreign Secretary did 
discuss the strike action that 
wreaked havoc on Kent’s 
roads with his French coun¬ 
terpart during last week’s 
Anglo-French summit. 

The Government this week con¬ 
firmed that David Miliband raised 
the matter with his counterpart 
Bernard Kouchner. 

British officials were last week 
unable to say if the contentious issue 
had been aired and the topic was 
missing from a new communique 
signed by both Britain and France. 

A Foreign Office spokeswoman has 
now said the strike action was dis¬ 
cussed “as part of the wider summit”. 

But she said: “We can’t give any 
further detail on it beyond that our 
concerns were raised about the 
SeaFrance strike.” 

The strike action was largely 
responsible for the implementation 
of Operation Stack for a record 16 
consecutive days from February 28. 

It caused huge disruption for Kent 
motorists and is estimated to have 
cost businesses around £8 million. 

On March 7, shortly before the 
strike was resolved, KCC leader Paul 
Carter wrote to French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy to make him aware of 
the chaos caused by the strike action 
and ask for compensation claims by 
UK businesses to be honoured. 

The Foreign Office spokeswoman 
added: “[The issue of compensation] 
might have been raised in the wider 
sense of raising our concerns. I’m not 
going to be able to be more specific 
than that.” 

A month on from Cllr Carter’s let¬ 
ter and the Elysee Palace has yet to 


talks a 

issue an official response. 

Following the two-day summit the 
British and French governments 
issued the joint 38-page communique 
setting out the many areas in which 
the two countries would co-operate 
closely over the coming years. 

Back in Kent, the county council is 
facing a fight over its proposals to 
build a lorry park - which it hopes 
will spare motorists the disruption 
caused by Operation Stack - between 
the villages of Smeeth and Sellindge 
near junction 10 of the M20. 

Action 

KCC also hoped to build two fur¬ 
ther sites; one on the A2/M2 corridor 
and the other near the M25. 

At a public meeting in Sellindge 
last weekend, chaired by former Tory 
leader Michael Howard MP, angry 
residents said they would organise a 
protest march along the A20. 

Campaigner David Plumstead told 
the meeting the only way to combat 
the development was to launch a 
campaign of non-violent direct action. 

Roland Lello, a member of the vil- 


secret 

lage committee, said villagers feared 
that developers were planning to 
turn the land lining the M20 into an 
industrial park. 

“It has been extremely difficult to 
get information about this, but we 
suspect there is a company buying 
up land alongside the M20 to turn it 
into an industrial corridor,” he said. 

Mr Howard told the meeting that a 
quick moveable barrier machine, 
which is being piloted soon, might 
make the plans for the lorry park 
unnecessary. 

He said: “The mobile barrier will be 
tested in two months, and it may be 
that it will solve the problem.” 

The MP for Folkestone and Hythe 
said he would work with his political 
opponents to support the villagers of 
Sellindge. 

He also vowed to ask KCC what 
other sites had been considered as 
locations for the lorry park, saying: “I 
need to be convinced that there are 
no better sites.”

K EITH Harris had gone into 
hospital for a routine surgical 
procedure. When he woke up 
in intensive care, he realised 
something had gone badly wrong. 

Doctors told him he had suffered a cardiac 
arrest on the operating table and actually 
‘died’ for six minutes. Surgeons saved his life 
by performing an emergency triple bypass. 

As he lay desperately ill in hospital, he 
thought to himself: “I am in a very dark place. 
I need to do something to motivate me.” 

The idea, like all good ones, just popped into 
his head. He would relaunch a board game he 
and his best friend Peter Penfold had devised 
nearly three decades earlier. Harris told 
Penfold as much when he came to visit him in 
hospital. 

With his background in commercial art and 
packaging, the twice winner of the UK 
Innovator of the Year award would take the 
prototype he had designed with Penfold and 
they would produce it for the marketplace. 

Two years later, with Harris recovered, they 
launched the game, Matchgolf, at the London 
Toy Fair in 2006. 

The friendship of Penfold, 64, and Harris, 61, 
has endured for more than 50 years. They both 
say the game was designed with friends in 
mind. 

They met as boys on a council estate in 
Carshalton, Surrey, in 1952, before the 
Queen’s Coronation. They played together, 
pretending to be characters from the Eagle 
comic, and kept in touch as they grew older. 

Both working class, they harboured fierce 
ambitions to work hard and succeed - and 
both did, probably well beyond expectations. 

After art school, Harris, as noted, had a suc¬ 
cessful career in the corporate world and was 
the graphic designer for the original Yorkie 
bar, a design which remains today, and worked 
on promotions for Milky Bar, Trebor and 
Cadbury’s Dairy Milk. 

In 1972, he moved to Hollingboume, near 
Leeds Castle, and worked for Bowater in 
Gillingham before setting up a packaging com¬ 
pany, Insight Cartons, with some colleagues. 
The firm was very successful and was sold in 
1995 for millions of pounds. 

Penfold, on the other hand, entered the 
Foreign Office as a junior clerk and moved up 
the ranks to become a top diplomat. 

He was posted to various hot spots in the 
world, later becoming Governor of the British 
Virgin Islands and, famously, British High 
Commissioner to Sierra Leone in the 1990s 
during the rebel war. 

He was awarded an MBE in 1986 and deco¬ 
rated with the CMG - a Companion of the 
Order of St Michael and St George, or Call Me 
God in Whitehall parlance - in 1996. 

Penfold is also chairman of the UK charity 
that supports the Milton Margai School for 
the Blind in Sierra Leone. The choir toured 
the UK last year and performed at 
Canterbury Cathedral, in a concert organised

with Kent on Sunday newspaper. 

Back at the end of the 1970s, Penfold was 
based at the British High Commission in 
Trinidad. One of his duties was to edit a mag¬ 
azine promoting British trade. He was sent a 
press release for publication from 
Waddingtons, the board game manufacturers, 
asking readers for ideas for a follow-up to 
Monopoly. 

This got him thinking, and he sketched out 
some ideas for a game based on golf. He 
arrived at a rough set of rules. He sent these to 
his friend in Kent and said “Here you are, 
work out the rest”.

PRIMAL Scream are to sup¬ 
port Canadian singer-song- 
writer Neil Young when he 
plays at a festival in Kent. 

The veteran rockers, who have had 
hits including Loaded and Movin’ On 
Up, will be performing before Young at 
the Hop Farm in Paddock Wood in July. 

The venue has already attracted major 
stars like Elton John, who was support¬ 
ed by the Scissor Sisters. 

Toronto-born Young, 62, is well known 
for putting on small acoustic shows, but 
a spokesman said his Kent appearance 
will be a fully amplified rock spectacular. 

The man who brought him to the coun¬ 
ty is Vince Power, who has been instru¬ 
mental in the success of Reading, Leeds, 
Homelands, and Creamfields festivals. 

His Mean Fiddler company was also 
behind venues such as the Astoria, The 
Forum and Jazz Cafe - plus he brought 
the Sex Pistols out of retirement.

A FORMER Kent schoolboy has 
been recognised for bravery while 
serving with the Army in Iraq. 

Comrades thought Trooper Adam Simler, 
21, was dead after a roadside bomb exploded 
next to a Warrior armoured vehicle he was 
travelling in. 

He regained consciousness, however, and 
without thought to his own injuries or enemy 
fire went to the aid of two badly hurt colleagues. 

As small arms fire, rocket-propelled 
grenades and mortars continued to rain down 
on the area Tpr Simler of 1 Troop, D Squadron 
of the Kings Royal Hussars, cleaned and 
dressed his colleagues’ shrapnel wounds. 

His heroism under enemy fire was com¬ 
mended at a recent ceremony held at Aliwal 
Barracks, Tidworth, Hants, when he was pre¬ 
sented with a certificate and a pin to attach to 
his Iraq medal. 

“He required no time to come to terms with 
what had happened to him; instead with no 
thought for his own condition, he continued to 
perform his duties as a team medic to the 
highest standards, thereby allowing the vehi¬ 
cle commander to concentrate on the enemy 
and extraction,” said his citation.

“Tpr Simler reacted boldly, calmly and pro¬ 
fessionally. His quick actions and superb 
medical response undoubtedly reduced the 
trauma suffered by his injured colleagues. He 
used all his professional training and youth¬ 
ful charm to calm his friends. 

“Tpr Simler knew he had suffered concus¬ 
sion and yet still fought through the frictions 
of the night to help his fellow soldiers; this 


inspired all those around him.” 

The bomb blast happened on July 6 last 
year while his troop was engaged in route 
clearance and security. 

Before the roadside bomb exploded the 
troop had come under enemy fire and at one 
point, Tpr Simler volunteered to stand up, 
with his head out of the Warrior hatch, to 
help identify and engage targets. 

Tpr Simler, who has been in the Army for 
around three years, was evacuated to hospi¬ 
tal where he spent 48 hours recovering. 
However, he did not suffer any lasting 
injuries. He said he was only doing his job. 

“You don’t really think about it at the time, 
we are trained to deal with these hostile situ¬ 
ations,” he said. 

“I feel very proud to have received the 
recognition but I didn’t think I had done any¬ 
thing particularly special. I know any mem¬ 
ber of the team would have done the same.” 

His mother, Wendy Kolari, 40, of Park 
Wood, Maidstone said: “He does not say much 
about it, but I am very, very proud of him. 

‘When they got him back to the hospital 
after the blast he could not hear properly and 
he was confused about where he was. It was a 
horrible phone call. Thank God he came back.” 

Tpr Simler attended the Valley Park 
Community School in Maidstone.

A MAN found dead after appar¬ 
ently being hit by a car has been 
identified as a musician who was 
due to release his debut album 
this summer. 

Ollie Nicholls, 41, was discovered in the 
early hours of Sunday morning in Mount 
Ephraim in Tunbridge Wells. 

In a statement released through the police, 
his family described his death as a “tragic 
accident”. 

Police have arrested and bailed two people 
in connection with the incident. 

The statement said: “Over the years he had 
become well-known and respected musician, 
singer, composer and sound engineer. 

‘With his father, also a professional musi¬ 
cian, he established a recording studio at the 
family home in Fordcombe used by many top 
recording artists and composers. 

“Ollie’s atmospheric piano style and 
thought-provoking lyrics had led to him 
establishing a healthy local following.” 

Mr Nicholls was the sound engineer at Doz 
Recording Studios in Famcombe, which is

run by his father Martin Nicholls, who is 
vocalist with the Martin Nicholls Jazz Trio. 

Mr Nicholls junior was a regular sight at 
the Grey Lady pub in the Pantiles, where he 
helped organise a live music night. 

He had played with a number of well 
known musicians, including Bert Jansch, 
Clare Teal, Herbie Flowers, Jacqui 
Dankworth and Tim van Eyken, as well as 
touring the world for seven years with world 
music group Incantation. 

The family said Mr Nicholls was due to 
release his first solo album in the summer. 

His other passion was to write satirical 
observations in a comic strip called Hoss and 
he was working towards getting this work 
published. 

He was also a keen long-distance runner 
and footballer and played in a six-a-side 
team called Grey Lady Ghosts. 

A number of tributes have also been posted 
to Mr Nicholls on his Myspace web page, 
www.myspace.com/ollienicholls, where it is 
also possible to listen to some of his music. 

Friend Chris Pope described Mr Nicholls as 
“a great friend and a wonderful musician/ 
singer-songwriter”. 

He said: “I shall treasure the memories of 
our last evening out forever and am glad the 
last memory I have of you is of you smiling 
and laughing. 

“I can’t believe you’re not here anymore - 
and the world will be a poorer, duller and less 
enjoyable place because of that. There is an 
Ollie-shaped hole in a great many friends’ 
lives - you will be missed but not forgotten 
and your music will live on.” 

An inquest into Mr Nicholls’ death has 
been opened and adjourned. 

His funeral takes place on Friday, April 11 
at St Peter’s church in Fordcombe at 4.30pm. 


Appeal after arcade blaze

The website can also tell you how safety cameras work, the criteria for installing 
them and even how many tickets have been issued to the motoring public. You can 
also find out the speed limit the cameras enforce, which is useful to check before 
driving on unfamiliar roads. 

In addition, the website lists the type of camera being used and the number of 
casualty figures prior to installation, so you can see exactly why the camera was 
needed in the first place. 

Since the Partnership formed in July 2002 there has been a 58 % reduction in those 
killed or seriously injured at safety camera sites. Safety has always been a key 
issue for Kent Highway Services, and we’re supporting this campaign in an effort to 
change driver behaviour and prevent more crashes on our roads.

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Minis ters ‘in denial’ 

Major immigration report slams Labour 


LITTLE or no positive economic 
benefit has come from mass immi¬ 
gration, an influential parliamen¬ 
tary committee reported this week. 

The findings of the Lords economic affairs 
committee ripped apart claims by Government 
ministers that migrants add £6biUion a year to 
the economy and led to a furious political row. 

The committee of peers found that minis¬ 
ters had overstated the economic benefits of 
migration and urged the Government to 
limit the number of workers entering from 
outside the European Union. 

In some cases, immigration had caused the 
income of some low-paid workers to fall, said 
the committee, which also warned that UK 
workers were losing out on vital training. 

The 82-page report is regarded as the most 
comprehensive study of immigration to date. 
The cross-party committee includes two for¬ 
mer Chancellors of the Exchequer and a for¬ 
mer Governor of the Bank of England. 

Lord Wakeham, the chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, said: “The argument put forward by 
the Government that large-scale net immi¬ 
gration brings significant economic benefits 
for the UK is unconvincing. We have found 
no evidence to support their position.” 

Lord Layard, a Labour member of the com¬ 
mittee, said there was “no historical prece¬ 
dent” for immigration on the scale of the latest 
official projection of 190,000. He added: ‘There 
is no government policy on the level of net 
migration for the future, and there should be.” 

Concerns were raised that immigration at 
this level would force up house prices by 10 per 
cent - making it harder for first-time buyers.

The committee said employers had the 
“loudest voice” in favour of immigration and 
warned that the ease of recruiting overseas 
had led to less training for UK workers. 

Neil Carberry, head of employment of 
employers’ organisation, the CBI, said: “In 
the global economy, businesses need a flexi¬ 
ble immigration system that allows them to 
source the skills they need when appropriate 
UK-born staff cannot be found.” 

Backlash 

Labour market economists warned of a 
backlash that could cause fewer skilled 
workers to enter the UK, with low-skilled 
migrants continuing to arrive. 

Sir Andrew Green, chairman of 
Migrationwatch UK, said the findings 
“struck a devastating blow against years of 
blatant propaganda by the Government”. 

He accused the Government of being “in 
denial” over serious strains on society caused 
by mass immigration. 

Damian Green, the MP for Ashford and the 
Conservative spokesman on immigration, 
told KOS Media: “This distinguished cross¬ 
party committee has completely demolished 
the remaining shreds of the Government’s 
credibility on immigration. 

“They say the Government’s economic 
arguments for the scale of immigration they 
have allowed is ‘preposterous’, and they are 
right to do so. 

“We are delighted they say there should be 
an explicit target range for immigration 


through controls on non-EU applicants. 

“This is a policy that I have been arguing for, for 
years and which the Government has consistent¬ 
ly rejected. 

“We benefit from some immigration, but not 
immigration at any level, and the sooner the 
Government recognises this the better.” 

Liam Byrne, the Home Office minister respon¬ 
sible for immigration, said he welcomed the 
report’s contribution to the Government’s “huge 
immigration shake-up”. 

He added: “We are already acting on practically 
every single recommendation. It proves we were 
right to set up the independent Migration 
Advisory Committee to tell us which workers our 
new Australian-style points system should keep 
out or let in. 

“We’re glad to see the committee welcome the 
system as well as our ban on low-skilled workers 
from outside Europe.” 


Trust defends 
bonus rewards 

THE East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust has 
defended its decision to give all full-time 
staff a £250 bonus. 

The trust’s chief executive Stuart Bain 
said the bonus was a reward for staff who 
have worked “harder and smarter” to 
improve efficiency over the last year. 

The trust, which has a £7.5 million sur¬ 
plus in its budget, runs the William 
Harvey, Kent and Canterbury, Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother, Royal 
Victoria and Buckland hospitals. 

Mr Bain said: ‘We found different ways of 
organising services to ensure people are 
seen much quicker than they used to be. 

“Over 90 per cent of people are now 
treated within 18 weeks of being referred 
to us by their GP.” 

He said the trust had saved £20m over 
the course of the last year and had been 
allowed to retain £7.5m of it. Of this 
amount, £6m is to be reinvested in serv¬ 
ices and £1.5m is to pay the bonuses. 

The Shepway Liberal Democrats said 
the money should have been used to pay 
for more nurses.

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Man stabbed in stomach 


A MAN who was stabbed in the 
stomach is lucky to be alive, said 
police.

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Support growing for 
‘expensive’ estuary 
island airport plans

A SENIOR Labour MP has 
added his voice to those call¬ 
ing for a new airport to be 
built on an artificial island 
in the Thames Estuary. 

Nick Raynsford, MP for Greenwich 
and Woolwich, said expanding 
Heathrow was the wrong way to 
increase the capital’s airport capacity 
and insisted the Thames Estuary plan 
is more practical and eco-friendly. 

His call comes after Boris Johnson, 
the Tory candidate for Mayor of 
London, said in February the 
Government should look again at the 
proposals and warned that 
Heathrow could not take further 
expansion. 

Mr Raynsford, a former local gov¬ 
ernment minister, said a new airport 
would aid the regeneration of the 
Thames Gateway area and provide 
easy access to Ebbsfleet 
International Station. 

He said: “A further benefit would be 
the scope to provide far better public 
transport links to the new airport,

thereby easing the appalling traffic 
congestion that is part and parcel of 
the Heathrow experience and which, 
incidentally, is a huge contributor to 
air quality problems in the areas sur¬ 
rounding the airport.” 

He also argued that siting an air¬ 
port on reclaimed land in the estuary 
would avoid the “noise nuisance” of 
night flights over residential areas. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Department for Transport said its 
position had not changed since the 


publication of a white paper on the 
future of UK aviation in 2003, in 
which it ruled out an airport in the 
Thames Estuary. 

It said the Government’s preferred 
strategy was to build new runways at 
Heathrow and Stansted. 

Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter has previously spoken out 
against the Thames Estuary plans. 

Responding to Mr Johnson’s com¬ 
ments in February, he wrote in his 
online blog: “Alongside all the very 
good reasons why we were opposed to 
an airport at Cliffe in the first place, 
from an engineering point of view 
Boris’ solution is highly complex and 
extremely expensive. 

“We already have an airport in 
Kent that is under-utilised - 
Manston.” 

Medway council leader Rodney 
Chambers has also expressed his 
opposition to the plan in the past, as 
has the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds. 

The RSPB claimed the Thames 
Estuary, home to the Cliffe Pools 
nature reserve, was an irreplaceable 
wild bird site.

Up close and 
personal with 
the Rolling 
Stones show

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IT was a homecoming of sorts for 
Mick Jagger and Keith Richards 
this week as the new Rolling 
Stones film was premiered in Kent. 

Ashford’s Cineworld was among 100 cinemas 
nationwide to simultaneously show Shine A 
Light, the new concert and documentary by 
Oscar-winning director Martin Scorsese. 

Courtesy of a satellite transmission, thou¬ 
sands of Stones fans across the country were 
able to watch the red carpet action from the 
premiere in London as it happened. 

In the home county of Jagger and Richards, 
several hundred fans attended and clapped and 
cheered during the two-and-a-half hour event. 

Critics are regarding the movie as a triumph. 
As a performance, it gives audiences a much 
closer and personal view of the band than they 
would otherwise get at stadium shows. 

And it sketches an intimate portrait of a 
group of personalities who have been together 
for a long time, using archive footage showing 
an almost impossibly young Jagger, Richards 
and Charlie Watts at the start of their incredi¬ 
ble career. 

Scorsese’s loving picture also reminds us of 
how much the world has changed since the 
early 1960s, when drug-taking musicians had 
enough influence to become a cause of concern 
to the Establishment. 

But above all it is a film about their music, 
being recorded over two days at the Beacon 
Theatre in New York in 2006. It features sur¬ 
prising cameo performances from Christina 
Aguilera, Jack White of The White Stripes and 
Buddy Guy. 

There has been a flood of publicity ahead of 
the film’s general release later this month, 
with Jagger and Richards giving interviews to 
promote the film. 

In characteristically outspoken terms, 
Richards used the opportunity to attack the 
Government for banning one of his favourite 
things - smoking. 

He told The Sun newspaper: “It’s a drag 
because you’ve got to freeze your balls off to 
light a cigarette, you’ve got to go outside. 

“It’s draconian - socially, politically correct 
bull****. That’s what it is. They’ll get over it. 

“It’s like prohibition, they tried to stop booze 
once. Ha, look what happened. It ruined 
America.” 

Many pubs in Kent have been hit hard by the 
smoking ban, which came into force last July. 

Richards, who went to Wilmington 
Grammar School, also revealed his penchant 
for smoking cannabis. 

“I smoke my head off. I smoke weed all the 
damn time. There, you’ve got it. That’s all I 
take, that’s all I do. But I do smoke and I’ve got 
some really good hash.” 

Although widely used, cannabis is illegal in 
Great Britain. Richards was formerly a heroin 
addict and was once arrested in Canada with 
22 grams of the class A drug. 

The musician is working on his life story at 
the moment. Unsurprisingly, he said he has 
been struggling to remember everything. 

He said: “I can’t even remember yesterday. 
I’m trying to put together an autobiography 
and it’s coming along. You have to drag things 
out of your memory. Some of it you don’t even 
want to remember and others you’ve totally

forgotten, so you end up trying to put your life 
together again. 

“And since I don’t keep a diary it’s a bit diffi¬ 
cult. It’s a bit like life really. Some of it’s a lit¬ 
tle bit painful and some of it you go, Yeah, I 
forgot about that, or that was great’. But it’s 
reviewing yourself and that’s not my habit.” 

Energetic 

On the new film, Richards was initially 
reluctant: ‘When they first said they wanted 
to shoot another movie of the Stones on stage 
I said forget about it. How many have we 
done? But then they said ‘by Martin Scorsese’ 
and of course the whole thing changed because 
this man makes movies.” 

Scorsese is a huge Rolling Stones fan and at 
least three of his films - Goodfellas, Casino 
and The Departed - include Gimme Shelter on 
their soundtracks. Mick Jagger has joked that 
Shine A Light is the first Scorsese film not to 
feature the 1969 song. 


Richards said: “Once Martin was involved 
with it I just wanted him to do whatever it is he 
does. I wanted to stay out of the way and give 
him what he wanted, which was a Stones show.” 

Meanwhile, Jagger spoke about the health 
regime that allows him to put on energetic, 
two-hour shows and go on long world tours. 

“It’s kind when people say how fit I look, but 
there is no secret, I’m afraid. You have to do 
some work when you go over 30. Then you 
have to go to the gym. 

“So I do some training, but not much. No 
marathons. If you do that the next day you 
don’t want to do too much running about. 

“I enjoy life too. When this film was finished 
we stayed in and partied. I didn’t go to bed 
until five o’clock. I raided the minibar. 

“I try not to think about when I can’t do this 
anymore. I say, ‘don’t look at the clouds of 
tomorrow through the sunshine of today’.” 

Jagger and Richards both celebrate their 
65th birthdays this year, in July and 
December respectively.

Alcohol control zone 
to deal with drunks

AN ALCOHOL control zone is 
being piloted in Sittingbourne 
town centre in a bid to reduce 
antisocial behaviour. 

Neighbouring Medway council has imposed 
a blanket ban on drinking in Chatham and 
Rochester high streets. 

But the new scheme in Sittingbourne 
leaves it up to police, wardens and communi¬ 
ty support officers to confiscate alcohol from 
those behaving irresponsibly. 

The initiative has the support of councillors 
and local landlords, and if successful could be 
extended across the rest of Swale. 

Cllr John Wright, who says the idea was 
raised by a resident, insists the new control 
zone will reduce loutish behaviour and will 
not unfairly discriminate against law-abiding 
citizens. 

He said: “It won’t target someone who, for 
example, is feeling the heat and just drinking 
a can of beer outside and who isn’t drunk.” 

Instead the new zone will give police the 
power to take alcohol away from groups hang¬ 
ing around on street comers or those who 
decide to have an “impromptu party” outside, 
which can be threatening to passers-by. 

Existing evidence suggests controlled zones 
help to reduce antisocial behaviour, as has 
already been witnessed in Medway, and helps 
stop underage drinking. 


Licensees who have tables and chairs laid 
out in the exclusion area would be free to deal 
with their own patrons as usual in the event 
of any problems. 

Michelle Parnell, assistant manager at the 
Vineyard in West Street, is fully in favour of 
the proposal. 

She said: “It makes it easier for us to man¬ 
age, so that customers don’t wander off out¬ 
side with a pint in their hand. 

“Also we tend to get quite a few people who 
come in here holding a bottle of Stella, think¬ 
ing they’re still one of the lads, so if it means 


them not getting drunk before they enter 
then all the better.” 

Sittingbourne town centre PC Jason 
Hedges said: “This is not about spoiling peo¬ 
ple’s fun but addressing residents’ concerns 
about individuals drinking in public places. 

“By introducing a controlled zone police will 
be able to act quickly to prevent antisocial 
behaviour, which is often alcohol fuelled, get¬ 
ting out of hand.” 

The current exclusion zone covers the whole 
of Sittingbourne town centre, from Albany 
Recreation ground to the railway station.

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Grisly rabbit carcass 
left hanging from 
campus tree branch

POLICE have launched an 
investigation after the bizarre 
discovery of a mutilated rabbit 
hanging from a tree adorned 
with red ribbons at the 
University of Kent. 

Shocked students were left stunned when 
they spotted the grisly spectacle dangling 
from a tree close to the university’s campus. 

In a strange twist, just hours after it was 
first spotted, the rabbit had been removed 
and somebody chalked an outline of the 
animal at the foot of the tree. 

Now police are investigating the incident 
and say they are taking it seriously. 

Meanwhile, students have been speculat¬ 
ing over who could be behind the incident. 

The dead rabbit was hanging from the 
tree above the footpath that leads down 
from Tyler Court to St Stephen’s Hill. 

Drama student Jessie Rawlinson said: 
“Some of my friends were walking home 
from class and saw this rabbit hanging 
from a tree with its insides hanging out. 
The tree was covered in red ribbons. 

“I went down to the tree next morning 
and the rabbit was gone, with just a chalk 
outline drawn underneath. 

“The ribbons were still tied to the tree 


though. It’s absolutely horrendous and 
whoever is responsible should be stopped.” 

Miss Rawlinson said the story was all 
around campus, but so far the university 
authorities have refused to comment. 

Psychology students posting on a popular 
online social networking site have made the 
observation that various studies have indi¬ 
cated a link between animal cruelty and 
serial killers. 

Psychology student Samantha Leivers 
said: “Just to make everyone a little more 
freaked out, most serial murderers start off 
torturing and killing animals first.” 

Cruelty 

Other students have called for the 
authorities to take a hard line on instances 
of animal cruelty, especially if the culprit 
turns out to be a fellow student. 

A spokesman for Canterbury police said: 
“We have been made aware by local stu¬ 
dents that a dead rabbit was tied to a tree 
on the stairs leading up to the university 
campus, just past Downs Road. 

“The incidents happened two weeks ago, 
but police were not made aware until 
recently. We would urge anyone with infor¬ 
mation to contact PCSO Gary Painter on 
07772 226195 or call Kent Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555111. Calls are free and you do 
not have to give your name.”

WHETHER Lord “Bill” Deedes, the 
legendary Daily Telegraph journal¬ 
ist, was romantically involved with 
a woman more than 50 years his 
junior has been the subject of much 
speculation. 

The friendship between Victoria Combe and 
the former Cabinet minister was thrust into 
the spotlight as a result of Stephen Robinson’s 
authorised biography, The Remarkable Lives 
of Bill Deedes. 

Deedes, who died aged 94 at his home in 
Aldington near Ashford last summer, gave his 
biographer complete access to his diaries and 
was open about all aspects of his life, Mr 
Robinson told KOS Media. 

Asked whether he now regretted including 
so much detail about Miss Combe in the book, 
which was serialised in the Telegraph, he said: 
“I regret any pain it has caused. 

“So far as I know it has not caused any pain 
to Bill’s children and grandchildren. But if it 
has to Victoria and her family then I am truly 
sorry about that.” 

Miss Combe met Deedes when he was 80 
and she was 27. They travelled widely togeth¬ 
er visiting places including Sudan, Pakistan, 
Sarajevo and Mozambique.

Mr Robinson devotes a chapter to the 
relationship and pointed out that it was 
a small part of the book compared to the 
three chapters he spent on Deedes’ time 
as a soldier. 

“I am not complaining about [the cov¬ 
erage of the relationship]. But what hap¬ 
pens when books are serialised is that 
certain parts are focused on, in particu¬ 
lar human interest. 

“[In] the presentation of the Victoria 
chapter I approved all the words but I 
was still quite shocked because it does 
present quite a revisionist view of Bill.” 

Certainly, extracts from the book, 
taken out of context, have caused quite a 
stir such as: “They lingered briefly on the 
balcony, staring through the darkness at 
the Indian Ocean... Victoria later retired 
to her own ‘truly dreadful’ room, while 
Bill bedded down in his suite, no doubt 
contemplating what might have been, as 
‘it comes home to me how very attractive 
she is’.” 

Mr Robinson said that Deedes did not 
want the relationship covered up, stating 
that the journalist was proud of his 
friendship with Miss Combe and that it 
was an important part of his later life. 

“I was slightly hurt when the reporting 
about the book suggests there is innuen¬ 
do [about their relationship]. 

“It was an intense friendship but there 
was never a physical relationship - the 
book does not imply there was. 

“That does not mean the friendship did 
not cause hurt for Bill’s family and wife 
because it most emphatically did. 

“Bill was intensely drawn to her, possi¬ 
bly he was sort of in love with her in a 
way, they were real soulmates,” he said. 

Resentment 

Deedes seemed to find a connection 
and closeness with Miss Combe that he 
never shared with his wife Hilary, said 
the writer. As the book claims, Miss 
Combe awakened a “powerful yearning” 
in Deedes, although it was never acted 
upon. 

Deedes’ wife was a North Country 
woman, said Mr Robinson, and “she 
thought they would go back there when 
he retired but Bill was off travelling the 
world with among others Victoria, which 
caused upset.” 

He said the children’s resentment over 
the relationship was not because they 
thought anything physical was going on. 

“I think Jeremy and the other children 
resented Victoria because he showered 
her with the affection that had been 
withheld from them.” 

Miss Combe, in an article for The 
Sunday Times, said: “I told him 
[Robinson] that there had never been a 
moment in 13 years I had known and 
worked with Bill when he had given me 
so much as a longing look, let alone made 
a pass. He was my dear friend and men¬ 
tor, nothing else.” 

Mr Robinson said Deedes was terrified 
of becoming an “old bore” and relied on 
young journalists to keep in touch. He 
said it was crucial for Deedes to mentor 
burgeoning reporters. 

The only condition he imposed on his 
biographer was that the book was pub¬ 
lished after his death. Mr Robinson 
recorded how Deedes “mangling the 
famous motto of the Order of the Garter: 
Honi soit qui mal y pense - Shame upon 
him who thinks evil of it” left a prophet¬ 
ic message from beyond the grave.

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TUC backs coal 
power proposal

TRADE unions and employers 
have called on the Government to 
approve plans for a controversial 
coal-fired power station at 
Kingsnorth. 

The Trades Union Congress (TUC), the 
umbrella group that represents unions across 
the UK, has published a report advocating a 
new generation of coal power stations. 

The report is the work of the TUC’s Clean 
Coal Task Group, which is made up of unions 
and employers from the coal and energy 
industries. 

The Government is yet to approve the 
Kingsnorth plans, which would see the exist¬ 
ing power station replaced with the UK’s first 
new coal-fired plant for more than 20 years. 

The £1 billion scheme has been proposed 
by energy firm E.ON UK and would reduce 
emissions by about 20 per cent. 

It is hoped that Carbon Capture and 
Storage (CCS) technology could be developed 
to dramatically reduce emissions, but this is 
not yet ready. 

The report argued new stations should be 
built now in such a way that they can be 
adapted when CCS technology is available. 

Mike Farley, chairman of the Clean Coal 
Task Group, said new coal power plants 
should be built now to avoid nearly 60 per cent 
of the UK’s energy coming from gas by 2016. 

He said: “If these are built capture-ready 


and if CCS is demonstrated in parallel, we 
will set the right global example to countries 
which will continue to use much larger quan¬ 
tities of coal for the next century and longer.” 

Earlier this year, environmental campaign¬ 
ers from Greenpeace accused the Government 
of conniving with E.ON after they obtained 
emails between ministers and the company 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

Greenpeace claims the emails, sent in 
January, show the German utility giant was 
dictating terms of approval for the power sta¬ 
tion and said CCS technology had “no cur¬ 
rent reference for viability at any scale”. 

Reservations 

But this week the company announced it 
has entered a Government competition in 
which the winners get hundreds of millions 
of pounds to develop the UK’s first large- 
scale CCS project. 

It has also proposed that a decision on its 
planning application for Kingsnorth be put 
back until later in the year when the 
Government has completed a consultation 
into what it will take to make a new power 
station CCS ready. 

The plans to build the new station have met 
with opposition from Bob Marshall-Andrews, 
the Labour MP for Medway, who said he had 
“grave reservations” about the project. 

The site is also at the centre of a campaign 
by members of Camp for Climate Action, 
which intends to hold a weeklong protest 
there in early August.

Historic paddle 
tug saved at last

IT TOOK three days but 
eventually the last paddle tug 
in the UK, the John H Amos, 
has been lifted from Medway’s 
waters. 

The former River Tees tug - which 
worked for 27 years towing vessels and 
transferring crews - has been resting on 
the river near the Chatham Historic 
Dockyard since the end of the Falklands 
War. 

Last week, the John H Amos was 
hoisted from the slipway by the largest 
floating crane in Europe, Atlas. 

Martin Stevens, who owns the 1931 
tug, is relieved to finally see her out of 
the water. 

He said: “At long last we can finally 
start to restore her, which will be a 
massive job. It has been difficult to keep 
and all I could do was save her from the 
scrapyard and that was not easy.” 

She is now onboard the pontoon Portal 
Narvik in Rochester, awaiting higher 
tides to return to Chatham Docks. 

Restoration 

Mr Stevens, from Sheldwich near 
Faversham, said: “Because of the delay, 
she is on a pontoon at the moment, but 
we hope to have her returned by the end 
of the week. Once we get her back, the 
first thing will be to clean her.” 

The John H Amos was listed in the 
Core Collection of the National Register 
of Historic Vessels in 1999, along with 
national icons such as the HMS Victory 
and Cutty Sark. 

For many years she was berthed at the 
Historic Dockyard, but when they 
acquired the submarine Ocelot, the tug 
was moved to a new berth where she 
ultimately sank. 

Mr Stevens founded the Medway 
Maritime Trust in 2001 and is now the 
chairman. 

He said: “I have always known how 
important she was but once she was 
recognised by others I founded the trust 


so that we could go for funding from the 
National Lottery.” 

Quotations for the full restoration have 
indicated that the cost will be around £6 
million. It is hoped the restoration work will be 
done to original specification. 

The traditional skills required are hard to 
come by in Great Britain so retraining is an 
important part of the trust’s mission. 

Mr Stevens views her as an educational tool, 
which will help show people what many boats 
of that era were like. 

He said: “We are running a scheme to promote 
the retraining of old skills. Fathers don’t teach 
their sons anymore, so we are trying to ensure 
that old skills are learnt again.” 

The John H Amos was used for towing barges 
to dredgers and the dumping grounds, and was 
finally withdrawn from service in 1967. 

The Atlas crane is owned by marine salvage 
company GPS.

Back at the park’s African 
Experience, we went to see the 
feeding of the giraffes. They are so tall, 
yet so graceful, seeming to walk in 
slow motion. Their keeper told me 
they only sleep for around two hours a 
day and they chew the cud, like cows. 

We passed the elephant enclosure 


and met the keeper. He talked about 
the bull elephant and how he has 
taught him to put his feet up for 
inspection. 

He has also taught the elephants 
to show him their ears. This is not a 
circus trick. It’s so the keepers can 
check them over without having to 
sedate them with darts. 

The elephants have a funny diet; 
they eat bananas, parsnips, carrots, 
apples, donuts, hot cross buns, 
peanut butter and jam. 

The whole day was a fantastic 
experience. All the keepers were 
friendly and spent time talking 
about their animals. 

I would recommend this to 
everyone... especially if you, like me, 
love animals. When can I return?

More openness 

KENT County Council, the nation’s biggest 
local authority, would do well to consider 
how it uses its hefty clout when dealing 
with external commercial trading 
companies. 

The waters are getting cloudy, if not 
choppy. Perhaps it’s time for councillors and 
officials to step back and take stock. 

Bus operator John Mancini is 
complaining to the Local Government 
Ombudsman after KCC’s Kent Top Travel 
scooped a prime bus route which went out 
to tender - from KCC - with a bid he says 
wouldn’t cover running costs. 

The shortfall, he said, must be coming 
from elsewhere. The implication is clear. 

KOS Media, as a public representative, 
has put in four Freedom of Information 
requests for details about commercial 
contracts - three were rejected, one ran 
past the official deadline for an answer. 
KCC Liberal Democrat Cllr Trudy Dean 
has called for more transparency. 

When Cllr Nick Chard, KCC’s cabinet 
member for finance, says the private sector 
has a problem with competition he is 
missing the point. 

The private sector thrives on competition 
- what it sees as fair competition which is 
in the long-term interests of taxpayers and 
local businesses. 

Local businesses feel so strongly they’ve 
even set up a “ginger group” with a website 
www.kcc-hands-off.co.uk and businessman 
Jack Parkinson certainly made his views 
known at KCC’s stall at the 2020 business 
exhibition. 

KCC might be going too far, too fast. No 
business or taxpayer would try to stop 
KCC making a fair buck to prevent high 
rate rises - but at the end of the day it’s a 
public authority and should have all its 
constituents at heart.

Fighting on the front line 

Let us all celebrate the brave 

exploits of Kent’s Territorials. 
savs ALLAN WILLETT CM6 


A WARTIME poster 
showing a defiant 
Kentish Territorial 
astride the map of our 
county sums up what TA 
100 is all about. 

Let’s be clear about this: we are 
the front line county, with every 
reason to be proud of our role as 
guardians of the gateway to 
England, and every reason to 
celebrate the centenary of the 
Territorial Army. 

Not lightly did the great Kent 
historian Edward Hasted write 
two centuries ago: “A privilege... 
claimed by the men from Kent... 
is that of being placed in the 
vanguard of the Army... which 
right was granted to them on 
account of their gallant and noble 
behaviour in the encounters 
between the Saxons and Danes, 
long before the Conquest.” 

We alone were not conquered by 
William the Norman. And right 
down through the centuries to 
today we have a wonderful record 
of volunteer military service and 
of seeing off would-be invaders. 

Throughout that time until 
1908 the Lieutenancy played a 
key role in raising Kentish forces 
and organising the defence of the 
county - and we still retain strong 
links with our Armed Forces 
today. 

A century ago this month the 
Territorial Force - later called the 
Territorial Army - was formed 
from the Yeomanry, Militia and 
Rifle Volunteers. 


Celebrating this great 
milestone is my Lieutenancy’s 
main initiative this year. 

But we are not forgetting that 
no fewer than one third of The 
Few who fought and won the 
Battle of Britain in Kentish 
skies, making eventual victory 
possible, were Royal Auxiliary 
Air Force. 

Nor are we forgetting that down 
here in Kent we claim we 
invented the Royal Navy through 
the Cinque Ports! 

It would take a book to record 
the service and exploits of Kent’s 
Territorial soldiers, many of 
whom made the supreme sacrifice 
in World War One. 

Their tough Kentish spirit lived 
on during World War Two. One 
outstanding example is the epic 
story of the 4th Queen’s Own 
Royal West Kents who fought off 
the Japanese surrounding them 
at Kohima for 16 death-defying 
days. 

The unit, only 438-strong, held 
an entire Japanese Division at bay 
and stopped the invasion of India. 
Remarkably, it was the only TA 
infantry battalion that fought all 
three of our major wartime 
enemies, the Germans, Italians 
and Japanese, on three continents. 


Another extraordinary example 
was that of Kent Fortress 
Engineers, a TA unit that sent 
groups of soldiers across to France 
at the time of Dunkirk and after, 
to blow up oil refineries and 
depots along the coast of Europe. 

More than 2,000,000 tons of oil 
was denied to the enemy and its 
destruction had a major effect on 
the decision not to invade 
England. 

Kent’s Territorial Army soldiers 
played a vital part in facing down 
the Warsaw Pact throughout the 
Cold War and the thread of 
service continues through to the 
important contribution they are 
making today in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The TA used to be known by 
some as a force of last resort. It is 
now the reserve of first choice. 
The unit names may change and 
today the numbers may be 
smaller, but our TA soldiers are of 
the same tough Kentish stock. 

In the words of the old 
recruiting slogan they are twice a 
citizen - serving the nation in 
uniform as well as holding down a 
civilian job. 

Our TA soldiers are a great 
asset to our county and the nation 
- valuable and valued - and they 



deserve greater public support. 

Such service - and especially 
deployment on operations - 
imposes great strain on family 
relationships and on civilian 
careers. 

Yet they and their predecessors 
have always been - and still are - 
ready and willing to answer the 
nation’s call. 

That is why it is so important 
that we recognise their service 
and sacrifice across the county 
during this centenary year 
celebrations, including a joint 
Veterans Day and TA 100 event at 
The Historic Dockyard Chatham 
on July 5, and other linked events 
at Penshurst Place, Maidstone 
and Dover. 

The highlight will be a parade 
and thanksgiving service 
attended by General Sir Richard 
Dannatt, Chief of the General 
Staff of the British Army, at 
Canterbury Cathedral on 
September 6 for all serving 
Territorials - and for veterans 
who have served over the years - 
and I urge the people of Kent to 
demonstrate their support.

Stack hidden agenda 

I wish to raise my objection to the proposed 
lorry park, on the outskirts of Sellindge, 
supposedly to be built as a solution to 
‘Operation Stack’. 

My objection is based on the following: 

How much consideration has been given to 
the concreting over of a large chunk of the 
Kent countryside, as opposed to the quickly 
deployable removable barrier scheme - which 
I understood would be a far cheaper option? 

We already have a large stretch of concrete 
in Kent - called the M20, and I had thought 
that the deployable barrier was not only the 
cheaper, but the preferred solution which was 
shortly to be trialled? 

Contra-flows work well enough during road 
works and I see no reason why this option 


should not prove to be an acceptable solution. 

As I understand it, approximately 3,000 
lorries use the port of Dover each day. The 
proposed park capacity would therefore only 
remove the problem for one day. 

Where would the lorries park after that? 

The park I understand, if built, will also 
have access via the A20 in addition to the 
M20.1 can well foresee numerous lorries 
choosing to use the A20, adding to the 
already high volume of traffic through the 
local villages. 

If this park is meant to be the solution to 
Stack then, putting aside the recent 
SeaFrance strike, over the last 20 years it 
would only have been needed, on average, on 
approximately 10 occasions in any one year. 

So £40m does not seem like value for 
money to me. 

The removable barrier would seem a much 


more cost effective solution. Or is Stack just a 
screen for the first, of many, lorry parks 
across our county?

I have written to Southeastern trains 
following last year’s appearance of Charles 
Horton, the managing director, on television 
wherein he personally promised the fare¬ 
paying passengers using the Southeastern 
services that they would see a vast 
improvement in timings. 

When the 2007-08 winter timetable was 
published for the Sheemess-Sittingboume 
branch line they reduced the connecting time 
for their mainline trains by two to four 


minutes. So much for any improvements that 
were promised.

There is spare capacity in running times for 
freight to be carried by rail during off-peak 
times, but if Southeastern is unwilling to 
amend the timings by a few minutes to give a 
better service, what chance is there for freight 
traffic? 

Also over the years, goods yards has been 
sold off to make way for housing 
developments, furthermore, how would this 
government survive without the fuel tax it 
receives from all the lorries? 

If a lorry park or parks were built to 
accommodate these vehicles during strikes by 
French workers, I am sure that they would 
find a way to blockade the Channel Tunnel to 
get their own way. 

In other words we don’t stand a chance on 
winning on any debate that affects our way of 
living.

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‘My pride in the bravery 
of the Royal Air Force’

OVER the last 90 years the 
Royal Air Force has operated 
around the world on and over 
every continent, in every major 
UK conflict, to defend the 
interests of the UK. 

In its short history, the RAF has made a 
huge impact on the world stage. First and 
foremost, that is credit to the brave men and 
women who serve and have served in the 
Royal Air Force. From urgent humanitarian 
assistance to life-saving search and rescue 
operations, from medical support in Kosovo 
to war fighting in Afghanistan, they have 
served and continue to serve with bravery 
and distinction. 

On April 1,1918, the Royal Air Force, the 
world’s first independent air force, was 
formed out of the squadrons of the Army 
Royal Flying Corps and the Royal Naval 
Air Service. It had become apparent that 
duplication and competition for scarce 
resources were undermining the efficient 
delivery of this powerful new instrument. 
By the end of World War One, the RAF was 
the largest air force in the world with a 
staggering 23,000 aerial platforms. 

It is difficult to comprehend the enormous 
contribution and sacrifice of the personnel 
of Coastal and Bomber Command during 
World War Two and of course without the 
dedication and bravery of Fighter 
Command during the Battle of Britain our 
entire nation would have been lost. 

More recently, the RAF have been policing 
the skies over Iraq for 17 years; they have 


also been deployed in the Falkland Islands 
for 25 years. As well as these longer-term 
commitments, the RAF remains ready to 
react at a moment’s notice. Delivery of aid to 
remote and inaccessible locations following 
natural and man-made disasters, such as 
after the tsunami and the Pakistan 
earthquake, as well as providing search- 
and-rescue cover at home in the UK, are 
roles which the RAF has carried out across 
the span of its history. 

Now, as the RAF did right back at the 
time of its formation, the service works in 
close co-operation with the other Armed 
Forces on joint operations. In Afghanistan 
today the Air Force are making a huge 
difference in the air and on the ground in 
support of British military operations. I 
have no doubt that many servicemen and 
women owe their lives to the intervention 
of their RAF colleagues. 

Honour 

The commitment and sacrifices of the 
airmen and women, regulars and reserves, 
over the last 90 years should rightly be 
remembered and celebrated by us all. I 
thank RAF veterans, young and old, for 
their contributions and they will, I am sure, 
join me in wishing those currently serving 
all the very best on this special anniversary. 

As the Under Secretary of State for 
Defence it is my privilege and honour to 
serve men and women such as these. I have 
seen them at work in Afghanistan and 
elsewhere, and I remain extremely proud of 
their professionalism and bravery.

qualifications. 

“In Towards 2010 [a strategy document set¬ 
ting out the authority’s four targets] we have 
set out targets to raise the expectations and 
opportunities of young people and this cer¬ 
tainly delivers on that promise.” 

KCC said that by 2010, every secondary 
school student in the county will have the 
opportunity to take part in offering one of 
these vocational qualifications to their 
students. 

And more subjects will be on offer including 
science, humanities and foreign languages. 

Controversial 

“These diplomas give them the opportunity 
to learn and train in a profession which 
excites them and gives them a great chance 
of employment when they leave school, 
already qualified to do those jobs,” Cllr Dance 
added. 

Students can combine GCSEs, A-levels or 
vocational qualifications as part of the 
diploma.

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C-CLASS estates have always 
been a good seller for Mercedes- 
Benz, but the latest model is set to 
be an even bigger hit. 

The German marque is confident that it can 
retain the, er, slightly older car buyer for its 
junior load-lugger rather than the equivalent 
saloon, but also attract a new younger owner. 

Several forces support the argument. For a 
start, the latest C-Class range is the first to 
genuinely attack its BMW 3-Series arch-rival 
on driver enjoyment, yet harnesses this gen¬ 
uine agility with decent ride comfort. 

The new estate also carries over the saloon’s 
muscular styling, highlighted by the upswept 
line from the rear of the front wheel arch - for 
an estate, this car is a real eye-catcher yet 
offers far more load capacity than before. 

Then there is Mercedes-Benz’s cunning mar¬ 
keting ploy - saloons and estates with coupe 
grilles. The saloon introduced a choice, extend¬ 
ed to the estate, allowing buyers to buy ‘classic’ 
models with the traditional grille topped by the 
three-pointed star or a ‘sport’ model with the 
badge mounted coupe-style within the grille. 

Perhaps a small detail, but the latter option 
gives the estate the appeal to younger buyers 
and converts from rival brands. 

Which brings us to the whole point of the 
car; it might look more sporty and racy than 
the ‘C’ Estate that it replaces, but it has gen¬ 
uine load-lugging ability as well as spacious¬ 
ness in a sector where some contenders err 
towards a superficial ‘lifestyle estate’ image. 

The new car’s huge cabin carries a maxi¬ 
mum of 1,500 litres with seats folded, which is 
146 better than the car it replaces, 85 more 
than the Jaguar X-Class Estate, 115 better 
than the BMW 3-Series Touring and an 
impressive 320 ahead of the Audi A4 Avant - 
though this is about to be replaced. 

There are also numerous aids to better load¬

carrying: bag hooks, anchor rings, net covers, a 
collapsible shopping crate and a push-button 
electronically-operated tailgate. 

There is even an optional ‘Easy-Pack’ kit for 
partitioning the load compartment and seeming 
any cargo, plus a best-in-class towing capacity of 
up to 1,800kg and optional self-levelling suspen¬ 
sion. The car also has a maximum five-star 
award in the European NCAP crash tests. 

But if the C-Class Estate is to recruit those 
extra and younger buyers, it is the superior 
driving experience and some terrific engines 
that may have the final say. 


Even junior engines have plenty of urge with 
refinement and while the 170bhp C220 CDI will 
be the runaway best-seller with private buyers 
and company car ‘user choosers’, the effortless 
power of the 224bhp V6 C320 CDI is tempting. 

Interior quality has also been upped; while 
not the most intuitive dashboard in its class, 
it works well for what may just be the best 
compact executive estate on the market.

CAUGHT cold by the switch to 
diesel and by the rapid ageing of its 
bread-and-butter Impreza model, 
4x4 specialist Subaru looked to be 
losing its grip on the UK market. 

But the Japanese brand has hit back over 
the past few months by launching its long- 
awaited diesel engine, an all-new Impreza, the 
Justy supermini - albeit minus 4x4 - and 
launches its second generation Forester 
‘crossover’ model this month. 

The last could be key to Subaru’s revival, 
although it will not get the new diesel engine 
until later on. 

Unlike its 1997-vintage predecessor - heavi¬ 
ly revised in 2003 - the new Forester looks 
more SUV (sports utility vehicle) than ‘jacked- 
up’ estate. 

Though the original was as capable in 
rougher conditions as many rugged-looking 
rivals, the conventional looks undoubtedly 
deterred buyers keen to bask in 4x4 imagery. 

They will like the newcomer’s styling far 
more and it should please the serious user too, 
with its shorter overhangs and sharper 
exit/entry angles for tougher terrain. 

It looks well capable of attacking rivals such 
as the Nissan X-Trail, Honda CR-V or Toyota 
RAV4. 

Ironically, Toyota has close ties with Subaru 
and its parent Fuji Heavy Industries and 
Subaru could surely have filled the diesel gap 
with a unit from there or any number of other 
sources, but chose to stay true to its love of 
horizontally opposed or ‘boxer’ engines by 
developing an ‘oil-burner’ in-house. 

The layout allows weight to be kept low for 
better handling, reduces cylinder and piston 
wear and produces high-power outputs - 
points not lost on the industry’s other boxer 
champion, Porsche.

Mini CooperCI u bman 


WHILE the enormous interior 
space of Dr Who’s Tardis was 
science fiction, the roominess of 
another 1960s creation, the origi¬ 
nal Mini, was indisputable fact. 

For all its marvellous packaging and plain 
driving fun though, BMW’s reborn Mini is not 
as accommodating in relation to its size even if 
largely due to modern-day crash protection 
and durability. 

No doubt sensitive to this one criticism 
though, BMW has tried to address it with the 
Clubman estate costing around £1,200 than 
equivalent Mini hatches, but it is still more a 
triumph of style, image and marketing. 

It does have a 24cm stretch over and above 
the hatchback model and this boosts rear 
legroom by eight centimetres, with access to 
the back dramatically improved by a single 
backward opening rear side door. 

The Clubman is also claimed to seat five, but 
with the back rest splitting 50/50 and the mid¬ 
dle seat no more than a padded ‘saddle’ between 
comfortable outer bucket seats, the centre berth 
is really more of a punishment duty. 

However, boot space is significantly

improved from 160 litres to 260 and including 
a decent under-floor space. 

Okay, a Ford Fiesta boot offers 284 litres, but 
Mini buyers are not Fiesta buyers. 

The car’s retro effect is maintained by a pair 
of side-opening back doors a la original 1960s 
Mini Traveller/Countryman estates. 

Apart from the door frames causing a slight 
obstruction to rearward vision where they 
join, they do swing wide enough to make 
loading just as easy as a lift-up hatch and both 
doors have useful cubby holes for the sort 
of paraphernalia normally left to roll around 
a car boot. But that rear side door is controver¬ 
sial - it’s on the ‘wrong 5 side. 

BMW has invested millions to boost capaci¬ 
ty at the Oxford plant and the UK is a key 
market, but the Germans opted to please left- 
hand drive markets by having the extra door 
on the right - the ‘offside’ rather than pave¬ 
ment side of the car. 


So rear passengers will probably tilt the 
front passenger seat and enter and exit via the 
car’s front nearside door. 

Then again, it seems few would-be buyers 
actually care about the ‘big door debate’. We 
borrowed our test car from Broad Oak Mini at 
Ashford’s Orbital Park, where they’ve heard it 
all before. 

“Yes, it’s pretty much the first thing people 
say if they’re here to look at the hatchback, but 
it’s the last if they’re here for a Clubman. They 
tend to like the Clubman look and the extra 
room and see the door as a bonus,” said the 
site’s brand manager Juliet Foreman. 

Our test car was the Cooper entry model, but 
there is also a diesel Cooper D (£15,400) and 
turbocharged Cooper S (£17,210). 

None are slouches - even the llObhp diesel 
hits 62mph in 10.4 seconds - and they are 
greener too thanks to BMW/Mini’s new ‘effi¬ 
cient dynamics’ engine package, including‘Auto

Company builds on 
the path to success 
with latest award

MANUFACTURING took centre 
stage at a major Kent business 
awards ceremony last week as 
Ashford-based Sunray Engin¬ 
eering shone as the Business of 
the Year.

16 people, took the award for Excellence in 
Customer Service. 

The Entrepreneur of the Year award went 


to Paul Bailes, managing director of Cohesion 
Design Services, a Tonbridge-based design 
and visual communications agency.

Bad prognosis 
for retailers in 
administration 

TWO local well-known retail names hit 
cash trouble this week - and although both 
went into company “intensive care” one has 
gone bust. 

Beds and bedroom furniture firm The 
Sleep Depot Ltd, which had nine Kent out¬ 
lets through concessions in stores, hit the 
wall leaving around 30 staff without jobs. 

This also means no orders can be fulfilled. 
But since March 2 the company has been 
paying customers’ deposits into a trust 
account, so as a result all customers who 
ordered goods since then should be entitled 
to a full refund. 

Joint administrators James Gleave and 
Anne OKeefe, partners at Kroll Corporate 
Advisory and Restructuring Group, will be 
writing to customers, but anyone concerned 
can call the helpline on 0161 838 4539. 

Usually when a firm goes into adminis¬ 
tration there is a chance of survival while 
company “doctors” try and find a buyer. But 
Sleep Depot was closed immediately. 

Mr Gleave said: “The trading environ¬ 
ment for all retailers is particularly tough 
at present and following a thorough evalu¬ 
ation of the company, we have regrettably 
concluded that it is impossible for The 
Sleep Depot Limited to continue to trade.” 

Sleep Depot had outlets within Paul 
Simon at Ashford, Aylesford, Broadstairs, 
Canterbury, Maidstone and Sittingboume, 
while through Land of Leather it was at 
Canterbury, Gillingham and Orpington.

Ruling makes 
VAT more 
recoverable 

A LANDMARK decision by the House of 
Lords, which looks set to allow companies to 
recover thousands of pounds of VAT could 
work in favour for companies in Kent. 

According to accountants Horwath Clark 
Whitehill, which has offices in Tunbridge 
Wells and Maidstone, Conde Nast 
Publications, which produce magazines 
such as GQ, Vogue and Vanity Fair, recent¬ 
ly successfully challenged a change in legis¬ 
lation. 

It was brought in by HM Revenue and 
Customs in 1996 and 1997 and attempted 
to limit the recovery of input tax (VAT 
recovered on purchases) and overpayment 
of output tax (VAT charged on sales) to 
three years. 

The publishing company was attempting 
to recover VAT on staff entertainment over 
a longer period and after the House of 
Lords ruled in their favour, a series of fur¬ 
ther tax claims could now be filed, accord¬ 
ing to Mark Anderson, a partner at HCWs 
office in Tunbridge Wells. 

Mr Anderson said: “This case looks cer¬ 
tain to have an impact for other companies 
particularly those who have had VAT recov¬ 
ery denied on flotation and other revenue 
raising costs. Prior to this decision any 
input tax had to be recovered within three 
years or it was lost - now this VAT is recov¬ 
erable. 

“The Lord’s decision means that it is now 
possible to recover input tax from at least 
May 1, 1997, going back even as far as 
1973.”

A healthy perspective 


KENT Mindful Employer has a 
simple mission statement - to help 
small to medium-sized enterprises 
manage mental wellbeing in the 
workplace. 

The aim is for local employers to set up net¬ 
works to support each other to better under¬ 
stand issues that cause stress or loss of mental 
wellbeing. 

Businesses who have successfully retained 
valuable staff can offer advice and guidance to 
others. By understanding and facing up to 
mental health issues, businesses are better 
able to address their own requirements for 
better staff retention and a healthier work¬ 
force. 

The idea was launched in Devon in 2004 to 
help businesses deal with increasing problems 
around sickness absence and stress. It proved 
an enormous success and the Kent Mindful 
Initiative is being introduced this month. 

Louise Jessup, an advisor, talked to KOS

Employer initiative. 

Q Could Mindful Employer have helped 
you with your experience?

It s no secret 
that Global 
will takeover

NEWSFLASH for 
James and Ali - a last- 
minute panic over a 
potential liability did 
not derail a long-run¬ 
ning takeover saga for 
GCap, owner of Invicta 
FM, Gold Kent and 
Classic FM by rapidly 
growing Global Radio. 

Over the weekend reports sur¬ 
faced that media regulator 
Ofcom is continuing a probe into 
profit-making phone-in competi¬ 
tion Secret Sound, broadcast on 
several GCap stations last year. 

There were fears that the 
potential liability - which came 
to light as Global was in late 
stages of due diligence, that is 
checking out if there are any 
potential skeletons in the cup¬ 
board - could pose a possible 
obstacle to Global’s £375 million 
offer as it approached its official 
deadline. 

But breakfast show duo James 
Heming and Ali Wheeler can 
now report that the takeover for 
their group is now poised to go 
ahead, with just the formal 
thumbs up needed from GCap 
shareholders. This will mean 
that GCap, the UK’s largest 
commercial radio company, will 
go private. 

GCap’s bosses, led by new chief 
executive Fru Hazlitt, had

rebuffed two earlier informal 
offers by Global, a private-equity 
backed company which has 
already taken over Chrysalis 
Radio and with it the Heart, 
Galaxy and LBC stations. 

The takeover will be two- 
thirds funded by Irish investors 
John Magnier and JP McManus 
along with horseracing tycoon 
Michael Tabor, and the other 
third by HBOS bank. 

The takeover saga began just 
after the New Year when Global 
tentatively offered 190p for each 
GCap share. That was promptly 
rejected by GCap’s board of 
directors as undervaluing the 
company even though the bid 
represented a 57 per cent premi¬ 
um on its value. 

Then Global upped the stakes 
on February 28 with another 
informal offer of 202p a share. 
This was again snubbed by 
GCap, but when Global came 
back with an offer of 225p a 
share the lure was too much, 
and GCap’s board recommended 
shareholders take the money. 

Richard Menzies-Gow, analyst 
at Dresdner Kleinwort, said: “I 
think that Fru Hazlitt comes out 
of this looking very good. She 
and chairman Richard Eyre 
should be congratulated for get¬ 
ting their shareholders a pretty 
good price for their holdings.”

It is crucial for a business to iden¬ 
tify whether someone is a worker or 
an employee - the latter does have 
more rights, but there is a definite 
legal cut-off between the two. 

Employees have statutory entitle¬ 
ments which include sick pay, 
maternity leave and compensation 
for unfair dismissal and redundan-

cy. Workers do not. 

The Court of Appeal has just given 
its latest view of the issue when 
deciding that an agency worker sup¬ 
plied to London Borough of 
Greenwich was not an employee of 
the council. It refused to imply any 
contract of employment between 
them because she was not obliged to 
work for the council and they were 
not obliged to provide her work. 

In the light of this decision, busi¬ 
nesses should still establish from 
the following whether they are in 
reality employing people like the 
agency worker: 

• If the business is obliged to pro¬ 
vide the worker with work and the 
worker is obliged to perform that 
work personally this could point to 
employment 

• If the agency is not required to 
send someone in his or her place 


then this could also point to employ¬ 
ment 

• If the worker is controlled in the 
manner of what they do by the end 
user this also suggests employment 
status 

• If the wording of the agency 
agreement between the end user 
and the agency contains provisions 
that reinforce the above factors and 
the end user does not have visibility 
of the contractual relationship 
between agency worker and agency 
then this could store up trouble for 
the future. 

Nick Hobden, partner and head 
of employment law at Thomson 
Snell & Passmore, which has 36 
partners and more than 200 staff 
at offices in Tunbridge Wells and 
the Thames Gateway, said: “If you 
have any concerns regarding the 
status of your workers, it is always 
advisable to seek specialist legal 
advice to manage potential risks in 
the future.”

SOME confusion over retirement issues has 
already surfaced just 17 months after the 
Employment Equality (Age) Regulations 2006 
came into force with a government fanfare. 

Ashgar Jeraj, employment solicitor for 
Bromley-based Judge & Priestley, said the 
regulations prohibit discrimination, harass¬ 
ment and victimisation against a person on 
the grounds of their age relating to employ¬ 
ment and vocational training. 

Also, they have introduced a retirement pro¬ 
cedure enabling employers to legally retire 
employees solely on the basis of their age 
when they turn 65 provided they go through a 
procedure known as the “duty to consider”. 

So, paradoxically, there is a situation where 
the government forbids employers to make 
decisions regarding their treatment of exist¬ 
ing and potential employees based on their 
age and yet on the other hand employers can 


retire an employee quite legitimately when 
they reach 65. 

This rather confusing position has finally 
been challenged by Heyday, a membership 
organisation backed by Age Concern. 

Heyday has argued that by allowing 
employees to be retired at 65 or above effec¬ 
tively leaves the employees without the right 
or choice to work when they are quite capa¬ 
ble of doing so. 

Also it says the policy is not reasonably 
justified by a legitimate aim and that by 
allowing employers to justify age discrimi¬ 
nation in such instances, the government 
has gone further than permitted under the 
European Equal Treatment Framework 
Directive. 

Heyday has now been referred to the 
European Court of Justice and a decision is 
likely to be made within the next year.

The law on accidents at work 
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HISTORICALLY accidents 
at work are viewed from the 
perspective of an employer’s 
liability rather than health 
and safety, according to lead¬ 
ing law firm Gullands. 

The principle of strict lia¬ 
bility dominates health and 
safety legislation.

Protect yourself 
against tribunals 
with paperwork 


EMPLOYMENT law is being 
forgotten about even though it 
is essential for employers, and 
keeping accurate documents is 
vital, says MTA solicitors of 
Bromley 

Employers must maintain good paper¬ 
work for every employee concerning 
every area of employment. Industrial 
tribunal cases have risen and it costs 
businesses a fortune when they don’t 
have the correct documentation. 

It protects companies from paying 
unnecessary damages later if a complaint 
is taken to tribunal. Also, thorough, pre¬ 
cise and honest documentation may deter 
potential claimants and their lawyers. 

The latest published employment tri¬ 
bunal figures, for the 12 months ending 
March, show a rising trend in claims 
with a total of 132,577 compared with 
115,039 in the previous year. Half of 
these claims were for unfair dismissal or 
breach of contract. 

Unfair 

The average award for unfair dis¬ 
missal in 2006 was £8,670 up from 
£7,303 in 2005. This is a huge cost for a 
business to pay especially when some of 
these cases could have been avoided in 
the first place if thorough documenta¬ 
tion and procedures were in place. 

In many cases organisations simply 
don’t have the time or the resources to 
ensure documentation is up to date and 
accurate, and that procedures are fol¬ 
lowed through, and mistakes can easily 
be made. Here are some tips: 

• Employers need to be aware that the 
moment an applicant unconditionally 
accepts a job offer a contract of employ¬ 
ment comes into play. The contract can 
provide evidence of the terms and condi¬ 
tions of employment between you and the 
employee if there is a dispute later on 

• Employers must maintain all docu¬ 
ments concerning an employee from the 
start of employment to the end 

• It’s vital you seek advice from a solici¬ 
tor, to check that both employment con¬ 
tracts and handbooks are complying with 
employment regulations and covering all 
areas and that you are keeping things up 
to date. You also need to ensure that 
changes to working hours and salaries are 
updated in the terms of employment 

• Only in severe cases of gross miscon¬ 
duct should an employee be dismissed 
without warning. Even then, they 
should first be suspended with pay, 
while an investigation into the accusa¬ 
tion takes place. The employee should be 
given a chance to answer the accusa¬ 
tions, and only then should a final deci-

sion on disciplinary action or dismissal 
be made. Refusing to give the employee 
a chance to explain their side before 
sacking them could leave you open to an 
unfair dismissal claim. 

Steps such as these are relatively 
insignificant from a financial point of 
view when considering how much could 
potentially be lost if litigation went for¬ 
ward, and keeping up-to-date with ever- 
changing legislation with an employ¬ 
ment law advisor is essential for a pros¬ 
perous business. 


How to handle 
redundancies 

REDUNDANCIES have become an everyday occur¬ 
rence as organisations strive to keep shareholders 
contented in the highly competitive 21st century. 

Employers need to ensure that they get the legal 
aspect right. Organisations also need to be aware 
of decreased productivity as staff lose their moti¬ 
vation due to concerns about their future. 
Organisations need to follow the law rigorously 
whilst giving the necessary support to their 
employees. 

It is recommended that employers make provi¬ 
sion for redundancy procedures in their employee 
contracts. However, if this is not done, there are 
specific procedures that an employer must follow.

YOUTH football is becoming an 
increasingly ruthless business 
with professional clubs progres¬ 
sively less patient to nurture 
young players, but one coaching 
academy in Kent is trying to 
reverse the process. 

As the rewards grow in the higher eche¬ 
lons of the game, recruitment of young 
players is becoming a global process. 
Premier League youth squads can be 
almost as cosmopolitan as the first team. 

Even the most talented youngsters are 
often cast aside by academies for not pro¬ 
gressing fast enough. 

Luke Freeman, who moved from 
Gillingham to Arsenal in January and 
recently helped England to victory in an 
international tournament, was overlooked 
by Charlton at a young age. 

Maidstone-based Soccer Elite FA is work¬ 
ing to catch the discarded youngsters, help 
them improve their game and help them 
back into a club elsewhere. 

Professionals 

The academy was set up by former pro¬ 
fessional players Tony Browne and Lee 
Spiller in 2006 to help the substantial pool 
of talent they had watched lose their way in 
the game. 

Browne told Kent on Sunday: “We were 
lucky enough to become professionals but 
we had seen so many people we had known 
fall by the wayside and give up football. 
There is still a lot of talent out there, all 
they needed at the time was a bit of guid¬ 
ance. When you get bombed out of a club it 
is the worst feeling in the world. 

“I think clubs want instant success a lot of 
the time. It is hard to tell how good a kid is 
going to be in five years time and some 
don’t want to take the risk.” 

After starting in 2006, Soccer Elite has 
enjoyed great success at finding clubs for 
their most talented proteges. 

They have forged close links with 
Gillingham, who have taken 10 players into 
their youth ranks, while two are at Crystal 
Palace and another is on trial at West Ham. 

Non-league clubs have also benefited, 
with eight under-13 players going to Dover 
Athletic earlier this season. 

Spiller said: ‘We can help the non-league 
clubs out as well because they are not all 
going to play professional football. A lot will

not make it but they can still fall back and 
get paid for playing football at a lower level. 

“Whether you go to Gillingham, West Ham 
or Dover it is a success story, to get the boys 
in somewhere and turn them into young pro¬ 
fessionals is what we are after really.” 

The youngsters train once a week with 
Soccer Elite’s coaches and play games 
against professional clubs’ youth teams. 

Around a third of Soccer Elite’s 400 
youngsters aged seven to 14 are in their 
advanced academy, but the majority are 
players of lower abilities who enjoy playing 
the game just for fun. 

They have a thriving girls section headed 
by Charlton Athletic Ladies’ player Danni 
Farmer. The former England under-21 
international has high hopes for several of 
her players, with two girls about to go on 
trial to the Addicks. 

There are big plans to expand the centre, 
with a disabled team and a permanent top 
class artificial pitch based at Oldborough 
School in Maidstone in the pipeline.

Harland’s Olympic 
hopes for Budapest 

MODERN pentathlete Georgina Harland 
stepped up her preparations for Olympic 
qualification with a creditable seventh 
place finish in the British leg of the sport’s 
World Cup. 

The event at Millfield School in Somerset 
was the 29-year-old’s first top class compe¬ 
tition for six months. 

A simple error on the riding course dent¬ 
ed her chances of finishing higher up the 
leaderboard, but overall Harland was satis¬ 
fied with her return. She said: “Although I 
didn’t finish on the podium, which is obvi¬ 
ously what we aim for, I can definitely take 
some positives away from it. 

“I lost 100 points for a mistake in the rid¬ 
ing, there was quite a tight turn and I did¬ 
n’t have the momentum to clear the fence. 
Other than that the round was faultless. 

‘Without that I would have finished third, 
so in that sense I’m not coming away from it 
panicking, I’m just looking to build on it now.” 

A post-viral infection threatened to end 
Harland’s career for good last summer and 
forced her to sit out training for three 
months - a disaster so close to Beijing. 

But her recovery has gathered pace since 
the autumn and after winning a bronze 
medal in Athens four years ago, she is 
determined to reach another Olympics. 

The only way to qualify now is to finish in 
the top three at the World Championships 
in Budapest at the end of May, which Har¬ 
land, from Canterbury, believes is realistic. 

She said: “The World Championships are 
my focus, that’s when I’m aiming to peak. It 
would have been nice to finish on the podi¬ 
um at Millfield but ultimately it was a step 
in the right direction for me and I have got 
to be pleased with how I performed.”

The 
Ducati bike 
always runs well 
here so I think 
the best I can 
hope for is to get 
some points for 
the team. 

“The shoulder I 
hurt in testing a 
few weeks ago is 
still not right 
which means I 
am still not fully 
fit so I am going 
to have to play it 
by ear.”

The former champion has settled in 
nicely at his new team and believes he has a 
great year ahead of him. 

Shakey said: “I am feeling pretty good 
ahead of the first race. Some people are tip¬ 
ping me for the championship which is good 
in a way because that is what I want to 
achieve this year. It is a fair statement as Air¬ 
waves Ducati are one of the strongest teams 
in the championship and you only have to 
look at their history and the number of titles 
they have won. From a personal point of view 
I am very confident and would love to secure 
the title once again.” 

Learning 

Hawk Kawaski’s Scott Smart is hoping a 
brand new bike will help propel him back 
into the top 10 this year. Last season the 
Maidstone rider finished 13th in the champi¬ 
onship and was unable to secure a podium 
finish all year. Despite a lack of testing the 
early signs look good, but Smart has admit¬ 
ted this weekend could be one for learning 
about his new machine. 

He said: “We have not been able to do as 
much testing as the front running teams. We 
cannot compete with the big teams and go to 
Europe to test. We know the new bike has a 
really good engine but suspension settings 
could be interesting to work out for Brands. 

“The first race of the season is always excit¬ 
ing as nobody really knows how fast every¬ 
one is going to be. It can usually throw up a 
bunch of odd results.” 
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Dickson looks to 
a positive future 
after freak injury 

IN AN age when comprehensive scouting net¬ 
works leave no stone unturned in the search of 
the next wonderkid, few talented footballers 
remain undiscovered into their teens, so tech¬ 
nically Chris Dickson should not exist. 

Logic dictates that to still be playing in the 
eighth tier of English football as a 22-year-old, 
the striker’s chance of making the big time had 
long gone. 

But a year ago Dickson was plucked from 
relative obscurity at Dulwich Hamlet to join 
Charlton Athletic. 

Since then it has been a year of contrasts for 
the striker, who has found time to become a cult 
hero during a loan spell at Gillingham, earn a 
call-up to the Ghana squad and break into the 
Charlton first team. 

But just as the live-wire forward looked set to 
make a big impact, he was struck down by a 
freak injury. In late January while preparing for 
a game away at Stoke, Dickson twisted his knee 
in a hotel reception. 

Two months on from the worst injury of his 
career, the former Erith & Belvedere hitman is 
staying positive. 

Difficult 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It has been very 
difficult mentally to spend so long out. Obvi¬ 
ously you could lose yourself and go out and do 
lots of things you shouldn’t but I’m staying as 
focused as possible. Sometimes it is difficult 
but I got my lucky break in the game very late 
so it is not hard to stay disciplined.” 

The recovery has progressed to sessions on 
an exercise bike to improve his fitness, but he 
will not make a return until next season. 

Dickson remains philosophical: “This season 
has been great overall but next season is going 
to be even bigger. I want to become a first team 
regular and at the start of every season no 
matter who I’m playing for, I always set myself 
the target of finishing as top scorer.” 

Barring a sudden glut of goals at Priestfield, 
Dickson will end up as Gillingham’s top scorer 
after a dazzling loan spell at the club. 

He netted 11 goals in 14 appearances for the 
club, which made him an instant hit with the 
fans. Dickson still looks out for the club’s 
results and has been back to watch their 
games against Huddersfield and Yeovil. 

His form at Gillingham caught the eye of 
Ghana coach Claude Le Roy, who included the 
youngster in his provisional squad for the 
Africa Cup of Nations. 

Despite missing out in the final selection, 
Dickson remains confident he can break into 
the team sooner rather than later.

A nother April has 

arrived, and for me it 
marks the start of my 
11th season as a profes¬ 
sional at Kent. It is also my third 
season as captain, and I want to 
tell you why I am so excited as I 
look forward to the summer 
ahead. 

I am not one of those people who believes 
in saying we are going to win this competi¬ 
tion and that competition, but what I will 
say is that I have got more faith in the 
group of players at my command than ever 
before. 

This is a very talented Kent squad, and 
importantly we have already shown we 
have the capability of winning silverware. 
Last August’s triumph at the Twenty20 
Cup finals day will live long in our memo¬ 
ries, but I can see this squad performing 
even better across the board this year. 

It will be difficult to get into the first- 
choice eleven, for a start, such is the compe¬ 
tition for places within the squad, and that 
is always a good thing. Yet, to my mind, it 
is just as important for every player in the 
squad to realise they have a part to play in 
the weeks and months that lie ahead: we 
won’t win anything just with the same 11 
players every time, and the effects of a long 
campaign will mean we will need to per¬ 
form as a squad if we are to be successful. 

But when I look around the dressing room 
I see a real depth in quality, in both batting 
and bowling, and that means we should be 
able to manage our bowlers in particular to 
make sure they have every chance of getting 
through the entire summer with enough 
energy left by the end of it. 

The big bonus for us at the moment is 
Amjad Khan. Everyone at Kent knows just 
how hard it has been for him to be out of 
the game for so long, and how much work 
he has had to put in to get fit again after a 
really serious knee operation. 

But his dedication and determination,

and the massive amount of help he has 
received from our physio Nimmo Reid, has 
meant he is starting this season well ahead 
of where we expected him to be and is 
champing at the bit to bowl. He just loves 
to bowl, and it’s great to have a genuinely 
fast bowler with that sort of attitude. 

And, to be honest, in pre-season he has 
looked so good in practice that you’ve some¬ 
times had to pinch yourself to remember 
that this is a guy who last played for us 
more than 18 months ago. 

W e will have to make some impor¬ 
tant decisions about Amjad’s 
workload, especially in the early 
part of the season, but to have a fast bowler 
of his quality available again - and looking 
as good as new - is a huge boost to every¬ 
one at the club. 

Martin Saggers is another class act who 
seems to have got over his injury problems 
of the early part of last season, and on the 
seam bowling front especially, we have got 
an enviable depth of talent. 

With Yasir Arafat confirmed as our over¬ 
seas player, plus Azhar Mahmood, Ryan 
McLaren, Simon Cook and Robbie Joseph 
as proven wicket-takers at first-class level, 
and Darren Stevens to bowl his medium 
pace, I have a decent amount of firepower 
to call on. 

Amjad’s return though could give us that 
extra pace which so often makes the differ¬ 
ence. 

Elsewhere in the squad, the batting line¬ 
up has a settled and strong look to it, and 
Neil Dexter looks to have returned from his 
winter away an even better player. James 
Tredwell and Joe Denly will have benefited 


massively from their winter involvement 
with England and the England Lions, 
although we will obviously have to cast an 
eye around for another spinner, following 
Min Patel’s retirement, if anything should 
happen to Tredders, or if he gets an Eng¬ 
land call during the season. 

As a club, we are obviously waiting on 
Justin Kemp’s situation regarding the 
Indian Cricket League and his eligibility or 
otherwise for this county season. Clearly 
we want him to be free to be able to play for 
Kent, which he desperately wants to do, 
but he is only one small pawn in what is a 
multi-million pound conflict between the 
cricket authorities and the Indian Cricket 
League so we will have to see what hap¬ 
pens. 

It looks as if the whole matter might go to 
the courts, but all I can say at the minute 
is that it is a sad thing when a cricketer in 
the prime of his playing life at 30 cannot 
just get on with playing cricket for the 
teams of his choice. 

As for myself, I feel very refreshed and 
ready to go after my first winter for a long 
time that did not involve either an overseas 
tour or an Academy programme. I went to 
Perth for seven weeks early in the New 
Year, to work with batting coach ‘Noddy’ 
Holder, and I feel I have improved and 
honed my game during these past six 
months. 

I was happy with my own form last 
summer too, and because it was the 
first time for a while that I didn’t have 
any problems from my shoulder, and hope¬ 
fully the operation I had on it two winters 
ago has really done its job. 

As I said earlier, I’m raring to go as much 
as my team is, but as we batsmen always 
start on nought I just want to get into the 
season and feel like I’m off and running 
again.

Staff shows 
concern for 
team mate 

FORMER world champion Rob Hayles will not 
feature in Great Britain’s squad for the 
Olympics, according to Kent cyclist Jamie Staff. 

Hayles was handed a two week suspension 
from competitive cycling last week, after a 
blood test showed his haemotocrit levels were 
too high. These levels show the percentage of 
red blood cells in a person’s blood and Hayles’ 
reading could suggest that illegal blood boost¬ 
ing could have occurred. 

The rider will be tested again in the next two 
weeks to see if he will be allowed to compete 
again. He has denied any wrongdoing. 

Staff, the two-time world champion and for¬ 
mer team mate of Hayles, believes his old 
friend is innocent but that might not prove 
enough for him to regain a place in the British 
Olympic squad. 

Staff, 35, told Kent on Sunday: “I know Rob 
very well and it is very unfortunate what has 
happened to him. 

“In the mornings your haemotocrit levels are 
higher and our coaches often tell us not to get 
up quickly and keep our legs in the air. Rob 
must have done some walking or something 
for it to be too high. I think it will cost him a 
place in the Olympics and it would be a very 
sad way for Rob to go out of the sport as he 
only has a couple of years left.” 

The Ashford-bom cyclist also feels that not 
appearing in last week’s World Championships 
has put a further dent in Hayles’ chances of 
featuring at the Beijing Olympics and it could 
mean he may never compete again. 

Staff added: “He has not failed a drugs test - 
it was a blood test. What has happened can 
happen to anyone and Rob is gutted. It is a big 
shame for Rob and the Great Britain team, but 
I am sure he will be found innocent.”

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Kent FA boss demands pro p la yers set 
a good example for grass roots teams

RESPECT in the game should 
start at the top or it could hinder 
any chance of improving player 
behaviour at grass roots level, 
according to Kent County FA 
chairman Barry Bright. 

Behaviour towards referees at the top level 
is arguably at an all-time low and the rela¬ 
tionship has diminished, so much so that 
players are unable to interact with officials 
as they perhaps used to. 

The Football Association’s strategy to 
improve the national game has a big empha¬ 
sis on respect - an issue that has been fur¬ 
ther highlighted by Chelsea defender Ashley 
Cole’s disrespectful response to referee Mike 
Riley in a game against Tottenham on 
March 19. 

Respect is also an important part of the 
Kent FA’s blueprint for the future and 
although measures have already been taken 
to improve player and referee relations, 
Bright, who is also vice-chairman of the FA, 
believes the first major step needs to be 
taken by top Premiership clubs. 

He said: “Raising standards of behaviour 
needs to come not just from the players, but 
those running clubs. The professionals need 
to set the example and if we can get that we 
may have a chance of improving things at 
grass roots. 

“We should be making sure the superstars 
at leading clubs behave themselves in a way 
that the children or adults won’t clone the 
next time they play.” 

While Kent have a steady influx of refer¬ 
ees that join the association every year, the 
same number are leaving, which is a major 
concern for Bright. 

There have been reports of abuse towards 
referees at a local level for a few years now, 
and Bright said the county will come down 
hard on those select few that ruin the game 
for others. 

He said: “I will not have members of this 
association threatened or assaulted. The 
Referees’ Association and the game as whole 
expects a county football association to deal 
with it strongly and it will be. We can’t 
accept that. One assault on a match referee 
is one too many.” 

The behaviour of spectators has also been 
called into question with the pressure they 
put on youngsters deemed harmful to many, 
so much so that football academies ensure 
players’ family and friends are kept away

from the touchline and are not allowed to 
comment during the game, otherwise they 
are asked to leave. 

It is not something that can be easily repli¬ 
cated on recreation grounds around Kent, 
but Bright is urging clubs to police their own 
spectators to ensure the pressure on young 
players and referees doesn’t get to a point 
where they end up walking away from the 
game. 

He said: “For those few who deem it appro¬ 
priate to swear and threaten young referees, 
that has got to stop. It is not good for the game. 

“It is not just happening in Kent, it is a 


nationwide problem, but we are determined 
to address it in Kent. It won’t be easy but I 
am hoping common sense among those in 
the clubs will ride the storm. 

“I am quite confident we can do it but I 
don’t really want to get heavy, and certainly 
don’t want to stop youngsters playing - we 
want their clubs there. 

“But those that, in the minority, are creat¬ 
ing the difficulties should go and do some¬ 
thing else or behave.”
